A fruit ship; a bunch of bananas. a 
mosquito and an Itallan—these four 
agents, according to the deductions of 
the health authorities-of New Orleans, 
were responsible for introducing yellow 
fever into New Orleans as long ago as 
last May. 

The first appearance of the disease. 
Secording to the same deductions, was in 
the Italian quarter where the Italian 
laborer who unloaded the fruit ship 
lived. 

From the originally infected vicinity 
the fever spread until there had been 
several deaths. The characteristic pecu- 
liarities of the Italain when confronted 
by an epidemic, showed themselves in 
instinctive efforts to hide the fever from 
the health authorities and the result 
Was that the prevalence of the disease 
Was not known, even to the city health 
Officer, until the middle of July.

‘In December five, cases of the diz- 
ease were developed as the result of 
such applications, in January three and 
in February two, making in all ten, 
exclusive uf the cases of Drs. Carroll 
and Lazear. Immediately upon the ap- 
pearance of the Yirst recognized symp- 
toms of the disease, in any one of these 
experimental cases, the patient wags 
taken trom Camp Lazear to a yellow 
fever hospital, one mile distant. Ever, 
person in camp was rigidly protected 
from accidental .mosguito bites, and 
not in a single imstance did yellow fe- 
ver develop in the camp except at the 
will of the experimenters.

The 
Capital Electric company ,turned its 
contract to operate the riulicipal plant 
over to the “‘Utilities,’’ together with a 
franchise to do commercial lighting. 
When the contract with the Capital 
Electric company expired on June 1 last 
Mayor Devereux conceived the idea that 
fhe city could operate its own plant to 
advantage in lighting the streets, and 
for weeks a committee, representing the 
City Council, conducted an investigation, 
being assisted by a committee named by 
the Springfield Business Men's Associa- 
tion, and headed by Joseph Ferris, a lo- 
ca] business man.

tion had been in progress a majority 
of the aldermen had been won over by 
the “Utilities.’”’ This majority voted 
down the report of the committee, and 
afopted a minority report which de- 
clared against municipal operation. 

Since then various maneuvers have 
been employed by the aldermanic com- 
bination to rent the plant to the “Utili- 
ties’’ for a term of 10 years, in the face 
of the fact that the Supreme Court has 
repeatedly held that the action of a 
municipal legislative body can only 
cover the life of the body, and is not 
binding upon the next council. In 
Springfield the life of a council is two 
years. 


Bids Were Not Wanted. 

Efforts were made to have the City 
Council advertise for bids for the opera- 
tion of the plant, but this was pre 
vented by the combination. Alderman 
James Hickox, who has appeared 
throughout the fight as the leader of 
the combination, announced to. the city 
council that the ‘“Utilities’’ would op- 
erate the plant for $55 an arc light, un- 
der a 10-year contract. He declared 
that, in his opinion, this was the best 
proposition that could be obtained by 
the city, although no effort hid been 
made by advertisement to ascertain this 
fact, and Hickox urged the council] to 
make a contract with the “Utilities.” 

This was the condition of affairs when 
a local company was hastily organized 
to make a proposition in opposition to 
that offered by the ‘‘Utilities."’ To keep 
the aldermanic combination from con- 
tracting with the ‘“‘Utilities’’ Attorney 
George A. Wood, representing the 
newly-formed company, proposed to fur- 
nish light for $52.50 per arc, and still, 
despite this cheaper proposal, the com- 
bination insisted upon renting the plant 
to the “Utilities’’ company. The $52.50 
proposition was entirely disregarded, 
and, to prevent the adoption of Alder 
man Hickox'’s motion to accept the 
“Utilities’ "’ proposition, Mayor Dev- 
ereux wAjoqurned the City Council meet- 
ing under the gavel. 

Arou to their interests, 600 citizens 
attended a mass meeting in the Sang- 
amon Circuit Court room, and there 
adopted resolutions condemning the 
action, Mayor Devereux, denounc- 
ing the action of _ the alder- 
manic combination and demanding 
that the aldermen empower the Mayor 
immediately to take charge of the city’s 
plant. 

Despite the expression of public sen- 
timent the aldermen arranged for a 
special meeting of the Council, with a 
view to continuing for another month 
the extension of the contract that ex- 
pired on June 1, and which then had al- 
ready been extended twice. 

The scenes attending this special meet- 
ing of the Council are without recedent 
in the history of Springtleld. Expecting 
trouble, Mayor Devereux had an extra 
force of police officers present at the 
meeting. When a motion was made 
that the contract with the ‘Utilities’ 
company be extended for 30 days or un- 
ti] Sept. 1, Mayor Devereux recognized 
a motion to adjourn, and, with the gave! 
declared the adjournment carried. 


Lights Out During Fight. 


In a fiash Alderman James Hickox 
rushed for the Mayor's chair. Police 
Sergeant Brightman met him as he 
mounted the platform and they grap- 
pled. Alderman Logan Hay rushed to 
Hickox’s assistance, and then the battle 
was on in earnest. 

Suddenly all the lights In the chamber 
were extinguished, and this action prac 
tically ended the fight. Hickox, how- 
ever, came to the meeting prepared for 
such a move as the extinguishing the 
lights, and he hurriedly produced hai¢ 
a dozen candles. 

When Mayor Devereux ordered the 
Council chamber cleared, the members 
of the combination adjourned to Alder. 
man’s Hay’'s office, and there held a 
rump meeting The Aldermen went 
through the form of passing the order 
to extend the lighting contract for 39 
days, and adjourned. 

In the battle at the Council Chamber 
Alderman Hay wW@S S€vVerely bruised 
Friends of the Mayor insist that he re- 
ceived his bruises by falling against a 
chair, but the other faction declares 
that Hay was assaulted as he rushed 
to assist Hickox im assuming the pre- 
siding officer's chair. 

When the members of the combination 
arrived at Hay’s office for the rump 
meeting it was learned that one of their 
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number was missing. Alderman John 
Hanselman had been kidnaped by Ed- 
ward Wing, a local contractor, who is 
a friend of Mayor Devereux, and who 
happened to be present at the special 
meeting. Wing got Hanselman away 
from the City Hall and succeeded in 
keeping him away from Hay’s office for 
more than an hour, by which time the 
work there was completed. 


How Combine Was Broken. 


The efforts of thé comopination were 
directed at the last meeting this week 
of the City Council to have incorporat- 
ed in the minutes the action taken at 
Hay’s office. Alderman Hay demand- 
ed a roll call on the approval of the 
minutes, which showed that the Coun- 
cil had adjourned upon the motion of 
Alderman John McCreery while the 
motion was pending to adopt the exten- 
sion order. In the absence of City 
Clerk Reed at the special meeting on 
Saturday, City Comptroller James A. 
Hall had been selected to act as clerk 
pro tem., and the minutes were signed 
by him. ° 

Mayor Devereux ordered the minutes 
approved, and then Alderman Hay ap- 
pealed from the ruling of the chair. 

The Mayor put the appeal, and, on 
a roll call, nine votes were favorable 
to it and four against it. 

"The appeq! is lost,"” declared Mayor 
Devereux, ‘for the reason that a two- 
thirds majority, or 10 votes, is necessary 
to carry an appeal from the ruling of 
the chair."’ 

And this was where the combination 
was broken. Alderman Ricketts, who 


had stood solidly with the combination,

Lawyer Arrested 
Because ‘Too Fresh,” 
Sues for $10,000.

SPRINGFIELD, fl., Aug. 5.— 
The latest development in the 
electric light controversy is a 
$10,000 damage suit which 
grows out of the riot on Iast 
Saturday night im the Council 
chamber. W. J. Lawler, a yourng 
attorney, who has been in the 
employ of the Utilities com- 
pany, was arrested and taken 
to the Police Station, where he 
would have been locked up had 

not Attorney L. F. Hamilton in- 
sisted that the young man be 
permitted to give bond. Lawler 
alleges that the officers arrest- 
ed him because they said he was 
“too fresh.” He also charges 
that he was assaulted. The de- 
fendants to the suit are Chief 
of Detectives Peter Ettlebrick, 
Police Sergeant W. G. Bright- 
man and Detectives Maurice 


‘ 
O’Leary and William Ridgely. 
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was missing from the Council cham- 
ber. His vote would have carried the 
appeal and there would have been in- 
corporated in the minutes the action 
extending the contract to Sept. 1. 


Alderman Ricketts is the proprietor of 
the Jefferson House. o hours be- 
fore the Council meeting, Mayor Dev- 
ereux had revoked his saloon license 
on the ground that the Alderman had 
twice been arrested for violating the 
lid orders on Sunday and further for 
assaulting an old man in his place of 
business. 


Say “Lid” Helped Mayor. 


Stories have been circulated that the 
Mayor's action in putting on the ‘“‘lid”’ 
for the past five Sunday results direct- 
ly from the aldermanic opposition to 
his views on the lighting problem. 

But Mayor Devereux insists that the 
Sunday closing orders have no con- 
nection whatever with the light fight. 

Ricketts’ absence from the last meet- 
ing broke the combination. In addl- 
tion, it is declared that two other al- 
dermen, who have been fighting the 
Ma‘yor, have decided to join him. A 
third who tried to climb into the band 
wagon is still on the outer edge. 

Up to this time members of the com- 
bination have tried to justify their 
position by declaring that they are op- 
posed to anything favored by Devereux. 
Aldermen Hickox, Wood, O’Brien, 
Timm, Van Duyn, Hanselman, Fehr 
and Ricketts constituted the eight who 
fought the Mayor regularly, while Al- 
dermen Hay and Twyman frequently 
voted with the eight, and were depend- 
ed upon to vote with the combination 
in over-riding any veto by the Mayor. 

The fight has caused several city em- 
ployes to lose their jobs because of the 
oposition to the Mayor by the Alder- 
men who recommended their appoint- 
ment. Prominent in this class is Po- 
lice Sergeant Adam Fehr, who was 
requested to hand in his resignation. 


Now Depends on Court. 


Recognizing feat in the City Coun- 
cil, the ‘“‘Utilities’’ company has ap- 
pealed to the courts, securing an in- 
junction directed against Mayor Deve- 
reux, City Comptroller James A. Hall, 
Chief of Police James Anderson and 
City Electrician Charles Lanphier. The 
injunction restrains the city officials 
named from using certain arc lights 
and extensions, which the ‘Utilities’ 
company says belong to it. However, 
the injunction does not restrain the 
Mayor from taking possession of the 
plant and closing it until a settlement 
is reached, and this may be the next 
move. Such action will leave the city 
in darkness. 

Originally, the municipal plant was 
erected by public-spirited citizens, 
who advanced the money to cover the 
cost of erection. Five years ago it had 
paid for itself and was turned over to 
the city. 

It was at that time that the contract 
was made with the Capital Electric 
Co., which two years ago sold out to the 
“Utilities.”’ 

Five years ago the city had a com- 
plete plant. The arcs then owned by 
the city were taken down by. the 
“Utilities” company and were replaced 
with a different arc, making the pro- 
duction of light cheaper. In securing 
the injunction, the ‘‘Utilities’’ set up the 
plea that all the arcs in use belong to It.

JOCKEY CLUB DID IT 


Turf War Will Probably Break Out Next in New Orleans 
and State Legislature May Take a Hand—Yel- 
low Fever May Also Interfere. 


BY RICHARD D. WALSH. 

A telegram from Chicago informs us 
that at its regular monthly meeting, 
which will be held in Chicago tomorrow, 
the Western Jockey Club will pose and 
the advisability of abandoning its$out- 
law rule and other objectionable clauses 
in its rules. 

This must be meant as a joke, because 
anyone familiar with the present con- 
ditions of the running turf, especially 
in the Middle West, is aware of the 
fact that the Western Jockey Club is 
moribund, if not actually dead. 

When the Delmar Jockey Club was 
given its quietus by Gov. Folk the W. 
J. C. ceased to have any force in Mis- 
sourt. .The action of States Attorney 
Healy in Chicago put it out of busi- 
ness in Illinois, and the Legislature of 
has taken similar action in 
that State. Gov. Hanley has given em- 
phatic warning that he will not, tolerate 
pool selling or bookmaking on horse 
races within the confines of Indiana, so 
that all talk of starting the game at 
Roby or Hammond is mere moonshine. 

A St. Louis telegram to a Chicago 
sporting paper, dated Aug. 3, says that 
“there is a bellef among the horsemen 
here that racing will be resumed at 
Delmar within 10 days.”’. This is ab- 
surd, because there is no more chance 
of holding a race meeting in St. Louis, 
under existing circumstances, than 


‘there is of resurrecting old Longfellow 


for speed trials again. 
There are, therefore, but two points 
at which the W. J. C. may make a last 


New Orleans. At these places the Con- 
don outfit will meet with the most bit- 
ter opposition on the part of the Amer- 
ican Turf Association. The almost cer- 
tain result of the turf war which will 
be again carried on at New Orleans this 
winter will be that the Legislature of 
Louisiana will take action similar to 
that of Missour!l and Tennessee, and 
kill the racing game in that State also. 

The Governor of Arkansas is no friend 
of the bookmaking fraternity, and if, 
as secms probable, there is a turf war 
at Hot Springs this coming winter the 
State will be found aligned with Mis- 
souri, lilinocls and Tennessee, 
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It is not too late yet for the warring 
factions in the turf world to come to 
an amicable arrangement. The Crescent 
City Jockey Club may succeed in crip- 
pling its young opponent at City Park, 
but in the operation it will receive blow 
for blow, and, with all its reputed finan- 
cial strength, may be the loser. 

At a meeting of the A. T. A. in Chi- 
cago Thursday arrangements were com- 
pleted whereby Latonia, Louisville and 
the New Orleans Jockey Club, pooled 
their interests for the coming conflict 
with the Crescent City Club. This is a 
formidable combination, and the result 
of its fight with the Bush track can be 
easily foreseen. 

Three years ago the sport of horse 
racing, than which there is not a nobler 
one, was in the zenith of its glory in the 
West. The racetrack owners, the horse- 
men, and the breeding interests were 
prosperous. There was sm talk of ad- 
verse legislation from any quarter. At 
that time a number of eminently re- 
Spectable citizens of St. Louls decidec 
to build and operate a racetrack a 
Union avente and Natural Bridge roa 
Six months before it was finished they 
made application for recognition to the 
W. J. C. and were told to come back 
when their plant was finished. 

In acor@ance with this invitation they 
made their appearance before the same 
august body at Chicago and asked for 
30 days of the 180 in which the State 
of Missouri allowed racing within its 
borders. The request was contemptu- 
ously refused. and the W. J. C. may 


date its downfall from this episode. 

Even then the W. J. C. might still 
continue to exist and flourish if its so- 
called “outlaw’’ rule was rot so ob- 
noxious to every independent and self- 
respecting horseman. Of course criti- 
cisms were being mace as to the length 
of time occupied by the racing clubs in 
St. uis. It was urged that 180 days 
were entrely too many. 

No doubt’ these criticisms had their 
weight. Thirty days in each year 
Should be enough for any jockey. club, 
and when the time is extended to four 
or six months the sport simply degen- 
erates into mere gambling. No serious 
objection could be urged against a 30- 
day meeting.

It is said, though, that Brush Is get- 
ting scared and is looking for a loop- 
hole through which to back out grace- 
fully. I don’t think he is yet cowed 
to that extent, but one never knows. 
There is one thing certain, however. 
There will be an explosion of a base- 
ball bomb before long, and a lot of 
people are going to be hit by the pieces. 


While the weather is still a lIittle 
warm for a frenzied discussion of base- 
ball politics, the numerous rumors that 
have been wafted over the country dur- 
ine the past week invite comment. 

One of the chief political questions 
that is agitating baseball circles is: 
Will Harry Pulliam, present incumbent 
of the offic® be strong enough to swing 
a majority of votes for tha presidency 
of the National League when that or- 
ganization meets next December in New 
York? And if not, will Pat Powers, 
chief executive of the Eastern League, 
be his successor? 

Those who profess to believe that Pul- 
liam will not be re-elected to the office 
he now holds are not without good ba- 
sis for their assertions. Even Pulliam 
himself doubts his ability to secure the 
needed number of votes, as is evidenced 
In a statement made by him a few days 
ago in which he admitted that he was 
not sure of one vote at the coming elec- 
tion. 

No one doubts the executive ability of 
President Pulliam, but it mist be ad- 
mitted that his unfortunate penchant 
for magnifying little things and giving 
out ill-advised interviews bearing upon 


his personal relations with certain club 
owners has done much to breed the op- 
position, and internal dissension is be- 
coming more and more apparent in the 
national body, however strenuously it 
may be denied by the leaders. 

Pulliam’s action in the McGraw inci- 
dent and the letters published over his 
signature regarding Barney Dreyfuss 
are examples of his propensity for doing 
the wrong thing at the wrong time. Pul- 
liam’s bitter attack on the Pittsburg 
magnate left no doubt as to its meaning, 
and it has lost him some friends, must 
iniportant among them being Dreyfuss 
himself. 

As I said above, Pat Powers is the 
man most prominently mentioned as the 
choice of the magnates for the pres!- 
dency. Of course Powers is making no 
fight for the place, but some of his clos- 
est friends have clubbed together and 
are booming nim very energetically. It 
has been said that he is promised the 
support of Drey’uss should he try for 
the position, which of course would be 
the most natural thing for the Pitts- 
Me president to do, m the light of 
Pulllam's recent actions. 

Dreyfuss, however, has been quoted 
as believing that [Powers has no more 
chance for the office than he himself 
has. Whatever may be Dreyfuss’ opin- 
ion regarding Powers’ chances, I firmly 
believe that he will not vote for Pulliam 
again and that if Powers or anyone 
else is proposed to run against Pulliam 
that one will get Barney's vote.

REMARKABLE GIRL 
SWIMMER COMING 


Miss Kellermann, Australian 
Champion, Will Visit Ameri- 
ca—Only 19 Years Old. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—"Do you think the 
Americans will like my swimming?” 

This question was asked under some- 
what remarkable circumstances. It 
came from Miss Annette Kellermann of 
Australia, who had just got well started 
on her recent long-distance swim in the 
River Thames. During this journey she 
completely overshadowed all previous 
performances under similar conditions, 
including that of Capt. “Vebb, making 
13% miles in 3h. 64m. and Ilés, 

This Australian girl is curious to 
know how her swimming will be re- 
garded by Americans, because she will 
visit the United States, probably early 
in September. 

Miss Kellermann, who is now only 19, 
has never before been defeated in any 
contest of long-distance swimming or 
artistic diving, either by man  0or 
woman. 

So far her record is one continuous 
report of victories. At 15 she won the 
amateur mile championship of Australia 
in still, salt water in 29 minutes, which 
was 3 minutes and 9 seconds faster 
than any woman in the world had done. 
She then made two miles and a quarter 
in 46 minutes and 30 seconds. When she 
had acquired all the amateur Austra- 
lian championships Miss Kellermann be 
came a eee Gr sees 

In the last three years she won every 
Australian long-distance swim, making 
five miles in 1 hour 48 minues and 34 
seconds, and 10% miles in 4 hours and 
23 minutes. So far her other speed rec- 
ords are 100 yards in 1 minute and 18 
seconds, the best ever made by a woni- 
an; and a quarter mile in 7 minutes 
and 2 seconds, although she prefers the 
long-distance tasks. She is also the 
holder of many championship prizes 
won in her diving contests, 


RACING GAME HOW 
CANNOT BE BEATEN 


Brother of Pittsburg Phil, in 
Disgust, Quits Trying 
to Pick Winners. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 5.—When a 
man has spent 2 years on the turf and 
won a fortune during that time, most 
persons would consider him a lucky man 
and think that he ought to stick to his 
vocation. But William Smith, brother 
of “Pittsburg Phil,” no longer finds 
the turf an attraction to him and he 
Says that he is done with it forever. 

*‘Brother Bill,”’ as Phil used to call 
him, stood on the lawn at the Saratoga 
track and told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch that horseracing was only a 
delusion and a snare. 

“There is no money in it,’’ he said. “I 
had a fortune during the time my 
brother was on the turf, but I spent it. 
It’s a@ case of easy come and easy go. 


Each year the game grows harder to 
beat. Every season more men enter 
the field; there are more horses, and 
these. increase the chance against your 
success. 

“Ten years ago a man could make 
some money on the turf. That was due 
to the fact that there were only a small 
number of horses in each race, and then 
it was one horse owner to every ten 
now. It was during this period that all 
the wealthy plungers of today made 
their money. My brother, Phil, was 
among those who were successful. Phil, 
like most of the other big turfmen, 
found the game hard tne last two or 
three years and he did not gather any 
money together worth speaking about. 
I also#found that racing) was much 
harder and lost back much of the money 
that 1 had previously gathered together. 

“If these rich men find the game hard 
to solve and lose money, what chance 
have I got with a limited amount of 
cash? ‘Thoroughbreds are worth five 
times as much as’ they were 10 years 
ago, and it costs a fortune to stock a 
stable. If you have any bad health or 
your horses go lame much of your in- 
vestment is wrecked. 

“No, I'll keep what I've got, visit the 
track once in a while, but my connec- 
tion with the turf ended with Phil's 
death.’’ 

When “Pittsburg Phil’ died he left a 
fortune of nearly $2,000,000. The heirs 
to his estate were his mother, his breth- 
er ‘Bill’ and a nephew and niece.

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COERCION AND 
REDISTRIBUTION 
AFFECT IRELAND 


Netive of Galway Discusses the 
Policies Now Being Enforced 
There and the Special Juries 
Used in the Trials. 


JURORS MUST POSSESS 
PROPERTY WORTH $500 


How Balfour’s Redistribution 
Proposals Affect Irish Coun- 
ties—What England Owes to 
Irish Generals—Real Scene 
of St. Patrick’s Bondage. 


BY RICHARD D. WALSH. 

My native county, Galway, is once 
more under a regime of coercion. This 
is an evidence that it is at least holding 
its own in the national ranks and keep- 
ing the flag of Home rule waving in 
the breeze. One of the strongest argu- 
ments against British authority in Ire- 
land is that it has been unable to rule 
the country without force, or without 
A suspension of the ordinary laws of 
the land. If its government were fair 
there would be no need of ooercion, or 
the abrogation of constitutional priv- 
lleges. 

According to the testimony of the 
Irish Judges of Assize, who are all 
strongly pro-British in politics, there is 
mo country in Europe so free from 
crime as Ireland. And while the 
country is supposed to be governed un- 
Ger the ordinary law, in reality it is 
being governed under exceptional legis- 
lation which does not exist in any part 
of the King’s dominions. No Irish rep- 
resentative is defending law-breakers. 
or objecting to having the law enforced 
against those who openly violate it, 
but what is protested against, is that. 
in certain sections of Ireland, men are 
tried under laws which have been spe- 
GiMily made for the occasion, and under 
Which it is almost impossible for honest 
men to escape conviction. 

Trial by jury is practically set aside, 
and instead of this time-honored insti- 
tution, special jurors are em panelled. 
These special jurors are persons having 
Property valued at $500 and upwards, 
and in the country districts of Ireland it 
is well known that persons possessing 
this amount of property are exceedingly 
scarce. Those having a valuation of 
$500 and over in Ireland are almost ex- 
clusively landlords, their agents and un- 
Gerstrappers. It must also be borne itn 


' mind that these special tribunals are 


presided over by removable magistrates 
and servants of Dublin Castle, who, tn 
order to hold their jobs, must see to it 
that the supposed law-breakers are sent 
to prison.

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND

LONDON, Aug. 5.--The extraordinary 
dearth of candidates for Holy Orders is 
regarded in influential church circles as 
a serious menace to, the future useful- 
ness of the Established Church. 

This yéar again shows a significant 
falling-off in the number of ordinations, 
and the year's total threatens to work 
out at an even lower figure than last 
year, which was the lowest on record. 

‘“‘Many churchmen are consoling them- 
selves with the idea shat the decrease 
is merely a temporary fluctuation,’ 
said a prominent churchman. 

“The average number of candidates 
per annum for the decade 1891 to 1901 
was 67.4 per annum less than that for 
the previous decade. The average for 
the next decade bids fair to be 100 per 
annum less than the average for 1891 
to 19v1. 

1902 and 1993 a ¢glight improve- 
ment was noted, but lasf year the num- 
ber fell to 569, as compared with 745 
in 1891, 

“The .ranks of the ministry of the 
Church of England hdve in the past 
been largely recruited from the sons of 
the clergy. |

ers have as much chance for victory 
before such a tribunal as a lamb would 
have in an argument with a wolf. 
The absorbing topic of political dis- 
course in Ireland at present is Prime 
Mini.ter Balfour's Redistribution pro- 
posal, It has evoked a storm of indig 
nation from one end of the country to 
the other, and in all probability it will 
give rise to the most violent scenes 
that have been s in the House of 
Commons in mapfiy a session. English 
newspapers of the Tory\ stripe have al- 
ready started a crusade in favor of 
Balfour's attitude on this question, and, 
like the London Morning Post, agree 
in saying that ‘“‘no redistribution will 
be satisfactory which does not sweep 
away the excessive over-representation 
of Ireland.’ 

The injustice of these proposals are 
apparent. ‘1 1e representation of Ire- 
land at Westminster was mutually ar 


ranged by the British and the Irish | 


Parilaments. In fact, ft was a main 
con. ition of the Union. This arrange- 
ment cannot be altered without the 
mutual consent of the contracting par- 


tiles. The representation of Ireland in | 


the Imperial Parliament was not fixed 
on the basis of population. If that had 
been the standard. instead of one hun- 
dred, Ireland would have been entitled 
to two hundred members.

EAGLE HUNTING IN 
ALPS IS AMUSING THE 
AMERICAN SPORTSMEN 


One of Its Great Attractions Is 


| 


the Peril of Climbing 
Eyries.

GENEVA, Aug. 5.—Eagle hunting in 
the Alps is a perilous and exciting sport 
which Is just now in season, and which 
is beginning to attract the attention of 
American as well as Swiss sportsmen. 

During the past few days scores of 
plucky climbers have been trying to 
scale the almost inaccessible rocks on 
which the nests of the eagles are built, 
in the hope of capturing eaglets. In the 
Bernese Oberland and in the. Grisons 
their efforts have led to some savage 
encounters with the parent eagles, and 
to some wonderful escapes. 


In the Engadine an English sportsman 
has captured a fine young eagle in the 
Val Chamuera. The nest was on the 
face of an almost unclimbable rock, 
protected from above by an overhang- 
ing cliff. After some perilous climbing 
the spot was at‘length reached from be- 
low, and after a severe tussle the young 
bird was captured, securely bound, and 
safely lowered. In the nest were the 
remains of a 650-pound chamois and 
three marmots, besides bones, feathers 
and fur. This is the twelfth eagle 
whica this climber has already cap- 
tured, and he describes the sport as one 
of t.. most exciting that he knows. 

At Enilebuch a mountaineer scaled a 
rocky pea. and had succeeded in secur- 
ing two eag.cts when the parent birds 
attacked him with such violence that 
he fell from the rock and was badly 
injured. One of the old birds was, how- 
ever, shot by a spectator. It measured 
over seven feet across the wings. 

Near Oberbergli two peasants  se- 
cured a fine eaglet, while the parent 
birds were absent from the eyrie, by 
descending on a swinging rope 1000 feet 
over the face of an overhanging preci- 
pice. In the nest were part of a lamb, 
a small pig, several large fowls and an 
enormous store of bones of birds and 
animals. 


WESTMINSTER ABBEY 
SO CROWDED ENGLAND 
NEEDS NEW VALHALLA

LONDON, Aug. i5.—‘‘It is bécoming 
more and more difficu!t to find room for 
mohuments: in Westminster. Abbey,” 
said Sir Elliott Lees. ‘I think the time 
has come when we should think out 
some scheme for a ‘National Valhalla,’ 
where memorials of ouf great men may 


be placed; . 

“It is clear that something of the 
kind will become absolutely necessary 
within the next 50 years."’ 

It is proposed to ‘adapt’: the Corne- 
wall monument in the Abbey in order to 
make room for a recumbent effigy of 
the late Lord Salisbury, and, while 
‘acknowledging the claim of the states- 
man to a place in the Abbey, Sir Elliott 
protests against the removal of national 
monuments by ecclesiastical authorities 
without the consent of Parliament. 

Sir Elliott's protest took the form of 
the introduction of a bill into Parli.- 
ment on Wednesday, the discussion of 
which was postponed, . 

The Cornewall monument, which has 
been in position for 130 years, and re- 
cords a gaHant, though forgotten, na- 
val fight at Toulon in the midd'e of the 
Eighteenth Century, stands on the 
right, just inside the great west-end 
doors of the Abbey. 

It was the fl:st memorial to a naval 
cfficer ever placed by Parliament tn the 
Abbey, and the chief feature of it is a 
large sculptured panel representing the 
fieht. 

‘The Dean's plan amounts to the vir- 
tual destruction of the monument as it 
now exists,’ explained Sir E lloft. ‘‘He 
wishes to place only two parts of it—the 
panel and the tnscription—high up on 
the wall of the Consistory Court, where 
it will be very hard to seée.”’ 


SPANISH ARMADA GUN 
FOUND BY EXCAVATORS

LONDON; Aug. 5—-Among the relics 
of the Spanish Armada brought 
up at Tobermory yesterday was 
the massive breech block of a 
cunron weighing fifty-six pounds. This 
breech-block; -which is of bronze and 
cylindrical, was found in a hole at a 
depth of 84 feet. and still contained a 
charge of grovowder., It is 9% inches in 
length ‘and. it ‘dlameter varied from 
Sig inches at its wide end to 4% at-the 
otner. 

The bore, which. is -partially filled at 
the muzzle with mud and rust. meas- 
urds 8% Inches in length and 2 inches in 
diameter, the vent or touch hole, where 
the match would be = applied, being 
about 1 inch from the wider end. The 
thickness of the metal all round {fs 1 
inch. . 

The Spaniards, in the days of the Ar- 
mada, were not lacking in Inventive 
genius in their breech-loading cannon. 
They laid hold of the biock by a han- 
dle of most comfortable dimensions. re- 
loaded .it, and; having Inserted their 
stone shot, pushed In the breech-block 
in contact with it, and then, jamming 
the latter behind with a solid plece of 
metul, were'ready for the commend to 


fire. 

Such a find has naturally raised the 
spirits of all concenned in the diving 
operations, The relics found during the 
past fortnight are accumulative proof. 
it is contended, that the exploring par- 
ty_are working on the proper spot. 

Spain has requested that the relica 
be turned over to her for the National 
Museum.

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RIGHTEOUSNESS AS AN ASSET. 

In his speech at Dodge City, Kan., Gov. Folk of- 
fered a novel argument in favor of reform. Depart- 
ing from the common plea for public morality be- 
cause it is right, he told the Kansans that law en- 
forcement is good business and presented many 
facts in support of his statement. 

The Governor pointed out that within the past 
three years in which his own anti-boodle campaign 
has been fought to a successful finish with his elec- 
tion to the Governorship, and his campaign for the 
enforcement of the anti-gambling and Sunday laws 
has been inaugurated, Missouri has flourished as 
never before in her history. Immigration has in- 
creased 25 per cent over any previous record. The 
valuation of lands has increased 20 per cent above 
previous records of increase. Reports of exceptional 
growth and prosperity come from every county and 
town. 

In the cities of St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph, where the anti-vice laws have been enforced 
by State boards under the Governor's direct instruc- 
tions, Gov. Folk points to unusual conditions of 
business activity. In all of them there have been 
exceptional increases in land values and _ record- 
breaking activity in the real estate markets and 
other lines of business. With the State debt wiped 
out and a growing surplus Missouri’s low taxes will 
soon be further reduced. 

Although all of the exceptional growth of this 
State cannot be charged to reform, Gov. Folk is 
doing well to refute the oft-repeated argument that 
“wide-openness” as to vice and corruption is a con- 
dition of prosperity. Men who ought to know bet- 
ter frequently plead that it is profitable for a com- 
munity to blink vice and be easy with public plun- 
derers who circulate the public money, as if a com- 
munity could ever grow steadily and flourish upon 
immorality and dishonesty. 

Gov. Folk is right in his assertion that good gov- 
ernment pays. Good government means righteous- 
Mess in all the acts of public servants. Righteous- 
‘ness means right thought and right conduct in all 
the relations of life, and if it does not pay in the 
largest sense, in sound prosperity, peace and happi- 
ness, truth is a lie and the universe is without law.

Who will venture to deny this stinging criticism? 
In St. Louis political preferment has in many in- 
stances indicated notorious. demerit. Year after 
year the voters have gone to the polls and elected 
men to the House of Delegates and City Council | 
known to be unworthy and whose unworthiness has 
been published to the world in criminal prosecu- 
tions. We have elected men to Congress of whom 
the less said the better for them. One or two May- 
ors have been shining examples of unmerited po- 
litical preferment, and even judicial honors have 
been awarded to men who have lowered the tone 
and dignity, and impaired the credit of the bench. 

It is a pitiful truth that Judge Davis announces. 
And nobody is to blame but the citizens who permit 
the unworthy to exalt themselves and even, through 
sheer indifference, co-operate in their promotion. 

The President of the United States should be the 
first citizen of the nation in all personal and public 
merit. The Governor of the State and the Mayor 
of the city should hold the like place in their sev- 
eral societies, and other public servants should be 
the pick of citizenship, the best brain and heart in 
the community. 

Some day that will be so. If the wave of reform 
means anything it means that the people are awak- 
ening to the necessity of substituting merit for 
demerit as a qualification for public office. Therein 
lies the hope of good government.

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A STANDARD FOR ARISTOCRACY. 

According to Col. Watterson’s latest pronuncia- 
mento on morals and manners, “a gentleman never 
refuses the request of a lady or a mint julep.” 

In France, under the Bourbons, they were not so 
complex. They said-simply: “A gentleman never 
steals.” He might be caught at anything else and 
not lose caste, but if once caught stealing he was 
“no gentleman.” 

Col. Waterson seems to have this idea also, in his 
subconsciousness, when, on his return from Europe, 
he reports having found “lineage, brains and edu- 
cation” among European aristocrats, while in Amer- 
ica he finds that “aristocracy” includes everything, 
“from bad whisky to Standard Oil.” 

Perhaps it is because of this that he wishes to 
define a new standard of mint juleps and chivalry in 
its lowest terms, in the hope of establishing a high- 
er grade of American aristocracy. 

In its lowest terms, it looks simple enough. It 
seems that if never to refuse a lady’s request or a 
mint julep is to be a perfect gentleman, we can 
all take our places in the Wattersonian upper 
classes. 

Perhaps, however, we would better experiment 
with the easiest thing first. By, say, five years’ 
training in never refusing a lady’s request, we may 
prepare ourselves for the subsequent results of the 


juleps. 

In the end, however, we may have to reckon with 
a Kentucky theory that the original fruit of the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil was a mint julep, 
which the first gentleman drank at the request of a 
lady. In Kentucky they have no other way of 
accounting for the lamentable fact that the worst 
and most surely serpentine results follow juleps 
made with the best possible whisky. 
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The differences between Sweden and Norway seem 
to be in the way of a peaceable settlement. To talk 
it out is better than to fight it out. The world 
moves slowly toward the goal of peace and justice, 
but it moves. 
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OUR ATTITUDE TOWARDS CHINA. 

If China, by means of a boycott on American 
goods, can compel the American Government to 
make material concessions with regard to the ex- 
clusion of Chinese immigrants, such a change of at- 
titude on our part will be a reversal of historic 
precedents. 

With the exception of the brief interval when the 
Burlingame treaty between the United States and 
China éxisted, the “big stick” policy has character- 
ized our dealings with that country. 

Previous to 1838 commerce with China was carried 
on fitfully and in spite of Chinese hostility. In that 
year, the Chinese Government attempted to stop 
the importation of opium by British merchants, con- 
trary to the laws of the empire. This brought on 
the notorious “opium war,” in which Great Britain 
was successful, compelling China not only to per- 
mit the importation of opium, but to set apart the 
ports of Canton, Amoy, Foochow, Shanghai and 
Ningpo for foreign commerce as “treaty ports.” 
Hongkong was retained as conquered territory by 
the British. 

Since that time, China has been invaded and co- 
erced several times by the powers of Europe. Pekin 
has been taken and sacked twice, the last time being 
the occasion when the United States took part in 
the castigation of the Celestial empire. 

If, now, China finds herself in a position to dic- 
tate to the powerful Washington Government, in- 
stead of being threatened with further punishment,

Automobile Farming—Ice- Making by Electricity—Hollow Concrete Building 
Bilocks—New Petroleum Deposits—Cooling Air in a Tunnel— 
New Uses for Elevators. 


NEW PETROLEUM DEPOSITS IN ASIA. 

Europe as well as America is interested in the dfs- 
covery and exploitation of new petroleum deposits, 
and at present Mesopotamia is the country to which 
attention is being directed. There have been discovy- 
ered in the province of Bagdad, near the Tigris and 
north of Samarna, a number of rich springs, while 
on the Euphrates near Hit similar springs also have 
been found. 

On account of the brigands this district does not 
afford good opportunity for prospecting and develop- 
ment, but In the Kerkuk district the future for such 
activity is much more promising, and not only pe- 
troleum, but also coal, is found, the former being 
used for lighting by the natives, while ‘the coal has 
been tried on the Tigris steamships, proving, how- 
ever, too bituminous. There is every evidence that 
the petroleum deposits are extensive and will repay 
ample working, but it is believed that the conpletion 
of the Bagdad Hallway and increased shipping facil- 
ities on the Tigris must be provided before they can 
be turned to practical account.—Harper’s Weekly. 


HOLLOW CONCRETE BUILDING BLOCKS. 

A well-made block of hollow concrete, says the 
Scientific American, will easily have a_ tensile 
strength of 20 pounds to the square inch and a 
crushing strength of 1000 pounds to the cubie inch, 
thus proving itself far superior to brick, while it is 
now well known that concrete building blocks will 
outhve any kind of natural stone. On an improved 
automatic muchine four men can make in one day 
blocks that will equal 6000 bricks, wall measure. 

These blocks can be laid in one-third of the time 
required to lay the same wall measure of brick, and 
by inexperienced labor, with one-quarter of the mor- 
tar required for the brick. The hollow concrete 
building block has the decided advantage of insur- 
ing a good circulation of air outside the wall to pre- 
vent dampness, and presents possibilities, by its 
method of manufacture, that are peculiar to no other 
building factor. Cut stone of any nature can be imi- 
tated so successfully as to defy detection, and an 
imitation brownstone house can be made from con- 
crete blocks cheaper than an ordinary brick house. 
The three main things to considér in this manufac- 
ture are mixing, tamping and curing, careful atten- 
tion to these three points going far to insure the best 
quality of product, 


ICE-MAKING BY ELECTRICITY. 
Orrin E. Dunlap. 

What is believed to be the only electrically-operated 
ice-making plant in the United States has been in- 
stalled by the Cataract Ice Co. of Niagara Falls in 
a new brick building, 125 feet long, 44 feet wide, and 
which has a height of 28 feet. The greater part of the 
artificial or manufactured ice of today is made by 
one of two systems. These systems are known as 
the ‘‘can’’ system and the “plate’’ system. The Cata- 
ract Ice Co. formerly used the “can” system, but de- 
siring to increase its output, as well as the quality 
of its product, it adopted the ‘‘plate’’ system, and the 
plant it has installed is one of the most interesting 
in the world. 

In Niagara Falls the popular power for the opéra- 
tion of factories of all kinds is electrical power, and 
the Cataract Ice Co. has installed a 100-horsepower, 
2200-volt, Westinghouse induction motor to operate an 
ammonia compressor; a 5-horsepower motor of the 
same type, 220 volts, that operates an air compressor; 
a 3-horsepower motor of same type and voltage that 
operates the brine pump, and a 5-horsepower motor to 
operate an electric crane. The electric current is 
received from the Niagara Falls Hydraulic Power 
and Manufacturing Co. at 2200 volts, and for the ope- 
ration of the small motors this voltage is stepped 
down to 220 volts. 

In this Niagara Falls plant the tank occupies a 
space of 98 feet long, 15% feet wide and is 9 feet 9 
inches high. This tank is divided into eight compart- 
ments, each compartment containing four plates. One 


of these eight compartments is emptied daily, taking 
out eight cakes of ice, the approximate weight of 
each cake being about four tons, so that the plant has 
a daily capacity of about 32 tons, The weight of the 
daily output varies, of course, according to the 
thickness of the ice. Each cake of ice made is about 
15 feet 3 inches by 9 feet 6 inches wide, clear and 
transparent. 

HOW THE OX BOW TUNNEL WAS COOLED. 

The boring of the Ox Bow Tunnel in Idaho is one 
of the great engineering feats of the age. The Pay- 
ette River at this point makes a loop, and by putting 
a& tunnel through 1200 feet, the river bed is left dry for 
two and a quarter miles. It is the intention to mine 
the river bed for gold. Experts have estimated its 
value at from $6,000,000 to $42,000,000. Ordinarily, the 
putting through of this tunnel would be a& simple 
matter, but at 300 feet from the upper end and 260 feet 
from the lower, hot water was struck. The heat at 
first was from 9% degrees to 10% degrees, increasing as 
the work progressed to 132 degrees at the hottest 
point. Different fans and blowers were experi- 
mented with to cool the air in the tunnel, but with- 
out success until Willam Flick, the superintendent of 
the work, thought of spraying the walls of the tun- 
nel with water pumped from the river. Very simple 
pumping apparatus and common garden sprays were 
used with complete success. The tunnel is 2 feet 
wide and 9 feet high, and the flow of hot water 
amounted to 75 miner’s inches. The cold water so 
cooled the hot water that it was caught in sumps 
and pumped out with common pumps. 


AUTOMOBILE FARMING. 

A new and special type of automobile has recently 
been put on the market in Scotland which is designed 
especially for farm work, and which is no~ only suit- 
able for plowing, but may be equipped as a culti- 
vator or reaper. It will prepare the ground and sow 
the seed at one operation, and can be operated at @ 
better speed than a horse. Thus, when plowing, it . 
can cover from six to seven acres a day, and goes 
over the field so as to leave it in final shape for cul- 
tivation. When not in use in the field, the motor can 
be used to drive all farming machinery, and when 
plowing, the cost of fuel, labor and depreciation 
has been computed at $1 per acre, or less than one- 
half the expense of plowing by horse. It is inter- 
esting to note that the cost of the machine is about 
$1500, an amount that does not! seem prohibitive on 
a large farm, where a thorough test of th new 
machine could readily be made. The automobile, 
unlike the farm animal, does not have to be fed when 
it is not working, and it is here that a substantial 
element of economy can probably be secured.—Har- 
per’s Weekly. 

THE INCLINED ELEVATOR. 

The latest application of the inclined elevator, more 
commonly known ag the moving stairway, says the 
New York 8un, is found in a freight elevator for car- 
rying trunks, mailbags and boxes between steamers 
and wharves. The elevator, which is practically a 
gangplank and can be shifted about, contains within 
itself the entire apparatus, including the electric 
motor. 

Its floor, instead of being composed of planks, is a 
movable platform. 

There are only four such elevators now in use in the 
world, and these are all at Dover, England. Steam- 
ship men at this port are considering its use here. 

Another use of the inclined elevator is in stores, 
from basement to sidewalk. On it men with hand 
trucks and with rolling boxes or baskets are carried, 
as well as merchandise. 

Another novel use for the inclined elevator has been 
found in England, at seaside resorts on its southern 
coast. Here, in many places, the beach runs from 
high bluffs, from which visitors must descend by 
stairs to reach the shore. At a number of these 
places inclined elevators Fave been installed.

As 
each cow is finished off, a lad leads it by the halter 
to the milking shed, where it is fastened to a snap 
along the wall. 

“Here the milkers take each cow in hand as ft ar- 
rives from the cleaning shed. These milkers are re- 
quired to wash themselves thoroughly in a bathroom 
provided, adjacent to the milking shed, and to wear 
clean linen clothes that are frequently washed and 
sterilized twice daily.” 

The result of all this elaborate care was that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Rhodes, while ordi ilk supplied 
to New York was found to contain §000,000 bacteria te 
the cubic centimeter, an analysis certified milk 
showed an average of only from 1600 to 1600 bacteria 
in the same bulk.

DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 6.—Hitched to

Poor Parent Carries Body to 
Cemetery to Avoid Inter- 
ment in Potter’s Field.

MIL.WAUKBE, Wis., Aug. 5.—A moth- 
er’s all-conquering love saved her dead 
babe from interment in the Potter's 
Field, and a little mound in Calvary 
Cemetery attests her work. 

The mother is Mrs. Joseph Weldig, a 
widow, who lives at 516 State street. Her 
2-months-old boy Joseph died of gastro- 
enteritis. She was almost too poor to 
pay the physician's and druggist’'s bills, 
and the cost of an undertaker was far 
beyond her slender purse. 

She appealed to Supt. W. C. Spindler 
of the County Poor Office, and laid her 
tale of woe before him. She was .too 
poor to hire an undertaker or to buy a 
coffin, but she did not want her child 
buried in potter’s field, she told him. 
She declared, however, that she owned a 
lot in Calvary .Cemetery, where her hus- 
band is buried, and begged Supt. Spind- 
ler to give her a coffin, saying she 
would bury the child herself. Supt. 
Spindler then brought out a little plain, 
white coffin, and the tearful mother car- 
ried it home. 

Then she went to the Health Depart- 


ment, where she secured a burial per- 
mit. This is the first time in the history 
of the department, that a-mother has 
asked permission to bury her own child, 
although permission to do so has often 
been given to fathers. The authorities 
could find no ia = poten however, and the 
permit was duly made out. It recited 
that the boy died of gastro-enteritis. In 
the blank opposite the word “undertak- 
er’’ appeared the tragic ‘mother. 

Then the mother hurried to the ceme- 
tery authorities, and tney ordered the 
sexton of the cemetery to dig the grave 
for her. This afternoon, with the assist- 
ance of a few friends, she tearfully low- 
ered her own child's coffin into the

MOSQUITO PEST 


Council Urges the Repair of 
Leaky Fire Plugs That 
Make Breeding Pools. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

WACO, Tex., Aug. 5.—The City Coun- 
cil is calling on the Board of Water 
Commissioners of the Waco City Water- 
works to abolish leaky fire plugs which 
have been giving trouble and leaving 
pools of water over the city. These 
pools supply breeding places for muos- 
quitoes, which later May carry yellow 
fever. 

The Council claims that the manage- 
ment of the waterworks has been dcre- 
lict in not fixing these plugs and pre- 
venting leakage, having been requested 
to do so frequently. At the last meot- 
ing of the Council it was hinted that 
steps to enforce the fixing of these 


plugs would be taken by the Council if 
something was not done immediate- 

One Alderman said that he fought 
and worked for municipal ownership, 
but that he had encountered more dif- 
ficulties since securing it than he had 
met before in the matter of tho fire 
plugs.

FRANCE WILL STOP 
BOOKMAKING SEPT. 1 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch ang 
New York World. 


PARIS, Aug. 6.—Even wicked France 
is turning on the bookmakers. 

The ‘“‘totaliser,’’ which is worked un- 
der Government monopoly, and brings 
in large sums annually to the Assistance 
Publique, and through that body to the 
hosmitals, has been showing a fallin 
off in. takings during the past year. The 
Covernment ascribes this to competition 
from bookmakers, whereas the latter, 
rather naturally, are of a different 
opinion and lay the blame on bad 
weather, which kept many people away 
from the turf last spring 

However this may be, the Minister of 
Agricu'ture, who has control over 
French racecourses, seems determined to 
abolish bookmaking, and announces 
;that tt will be no longer tolerated after 
| Sept. 1 As a matter of fact, it exists 
only hy tolerance now, and only in the 
20 franc enclosure. After Sept. 1 their 
business will be stopped in all parts 
of French racecourses. 

Naturally, betting among private in.- 
dividuals will be lawful as before. But 
it will be illegal for any person to make 
up a book and to take bets from a 
number of other persons. 
owners may be somewhat inconven- 
ienced by the prohibition. They are al- 
most the only customers of bookmakers 
in the ring, anc the latter argue that 
accordingly, they interfere very little 
with the “totaliser,"’ which practically 
takes all the bets of the general public.

Detectives Had Hard Time Aft- 
er Liquor Sellers Had Been 
“Turned Up.”

ASHLAND, O., Aug. 5.—Lewis Ferris 
of Akron, in the employ of the Ashland 
law and Order League, to ferret out 
ex-saloon keepers alleged to be selling 
liquor in Ashland contrary to the Bea! 
law, has left town to escape the wrath 
of irate citizens’ 

Ferris came to Ashland shortly after 
the town was voted dry, Feb. 7, 1905. 
Upon his evidence and that of his part- 
ner, Clarence A. Wild of Barberton, 
5. G. Wiest was twice fined $150; H. H.

INFECTED STEAMBOAT SPREAD 
YELLOW FEVER WIDE IN 1878 


ns 


How in the midsummer of 1878 an in- 
fected steamboat carried yellow fever 
from New Orleans as far north as Gal- 
lipolis, O., is one of the most remark- 
able episodes in the history of epidem- 
ies. At that time it was not yet known 
that mosquitoes carried the infection 
and the blind terror of all exposed to 
the disease Was pitiable. The story of 
the pest-boat’s trip is graphically told 
in a book, “The French Five Hundred 
and Other Papers,’’ by William G. Sib- 
ley, a newspaper man of Gallipolis, O. 
It follows in part: 

“Tt seems inconceivable that a\ craft, 
known by the Government authorities 
at every important port between \New 
Orleans and Gallipolis to be infected 
with the plague, should have been per- 
mitted to pursue her dismal course 
north, scattering the seeds of disease ays 
she went. It is little to the credit of 
humanity that the sole object aimed at 
by the officials of every town the boat 
approached was to get her away at any 
cost. 

“The towboat John A. Porter, with a 
fleet of 18 barges, which extended 700 
feet in front of her bow, and a crew of 
% persons, left New Orleans, July 15, 
1878, a few days after the outbreak of 
the plague in that city, bound for St. 
Louls and Pittsburg. 

“One day after the departure 

New Orleans a fireman fell sick after 
standing his first watch. When the 
boat arrived at Vicksburg, July 4, 
there were three plague-stricken men 
on board. Two of these were put 
ashore. Fhe other was declared almost 
well by a physician who visited the 
Porter, but he died 60 miles. above 
Vicksburg after having had the black 
yomit, and was buried by his startled 
ghipmates on the river bank. The 
steamer should have been stopped at 
this point, taken to a secluded bank 
and her crew put into quarantine. 
“Memphis was passed July 29 and, in 
spite of her infected condition, the 
message, ‘All well on board,’ was 
flashed north. Three other members 
of the crew were taken down but re- 
covered before the boat reached the 
mouth of the Ohio River, July 31. The 
trip to St. Louls was made without fur- 
their attacks, but on the return the 
captain, second mate and chamberma.d 
took the fever and were set ashore at 
Cairo, Ill., Aug. 4. 
“Tt is incomprehensible that no no- 
tice of the Porter's condition was taken 
at this port, after five sufferers from 
yellow fever were taken from her and 
one had died on board, but a new cap- 
tain was put in command and she was 
allowed to proceed for the journey up 
the Ohio. In a day or two a deckhand 
was seized and perished after frighiful 
sufferings with the pestilence. His body 
was buried on the shore opposite 
Caseyville, Ky. Shortly before Louts- 
ville was sighted one of the pilots and 
the head engineer contract the con- 
tagion and were left in that city Aug. 
12. 

"The boat was allowed to pass that 
port without a single protest or an ef- 
fort to better her infected condition 
The news was, however, telegraphed 
all over the country and she became 
known as a floating menace to North- 
ern ports. ‘ 

“From Lauisville up the progress of 
the Porter was chronicled with par- 
ticular care by the daily press, and her 
possibilities of disaster to citles along 
her route was the subject of excited 
discussion, but there is no recorded note 
of a movement to send the boat to the 
hank and to put her under proper quar- 
antine restrictions. It seemed to be tak- 
en entirely for granted that the prog- 
ress of the boat could not be stopped 
and that the cities had simply to pre- 
tect themeelves when she came.

The 
plague boat reached Cincinnati Aug. 15. 
She was compelled to stay in mid- 
stream. The marine officials at Cin- 
cinnatl allowed her to proceed upstream 
without protest. At Cincinnati Dr. W-4 
M. Slough joined Dr. Carr on board. 

“Above Cincinnati Bronze John 
claimed another of the crew, who was 
buried on the shore, and at Portsmouth 
the boat was not allowed to land. She 
continued up the river. 

“At Gallipolis the steamer Brilliant 
had exploded her boilers Aug. 3. Her 
wreck obstructed the channel to some 
extent and the Porter, reaching Gal- 
lipolis after nightfall, was obliged to 
go to the shore and await daylight be- 
fore proceeding on her voyage. Her 
Carr aud Siough, took the op- 
portunity for recreation, entered the city 
and enjoyed themselves for a while in 
a saloon on the public square, playing 
billards and drinking. 

“When the Gallilpolis authorities 
learned that the now famous plague 
boat was tied to the shore within their 
jurisdiction they were greatly alarmed 
and detailed a guard to prevent unau- 
thorized \‘'communication bet ween the 
Steamer and the city. The health avu- 
thorities okdered the boat the 
Port at onte. Visiting found 
the condition of the crew to be shock- 
ing. Her officers declared that they 
intended to deNart the next morning as 
soon as daylight would permit the pilot 
to steer safely past the wreck of the 
Brilliant and her\ doctors said al] they 
wanted was tobatco and newspapers, 
declaring that they had been treated 
more like beasts of\prey than like hu- 
man beings. The interview between 
the Gallipolis authoriNes and the Steam- 
ers crew took place at midnight Sat- 
urady, Aug. 17.

two of the crew died. 
The bodies were buried\on the bank. 
the minutes of thé Board of Health 
meeting, held at 10 o’clock next morn- 
ing, say: | 

“ “Porter left her moorings early Sun- 
day morning and started up \the river 
and, when almost to the wreak of the 
Brilliant, -blew out her packing and 
dropped back to her former berth. 
After repacking, she started again, and, 
when opposite the foot of Gallipdlis Is- 
land, she broke her rock Shaft and 
dropped back to her old landing in a 
disabled condition.’ 

“Health Officer W. C. H. Needham 
offered to have the damage repaired if 
the officers would agree to take the 
boat up the river at once. Capt. B. T 
Enos, a skilled steamboat machinist of 
Gallipolis, removed the broken  rock- 
Shaft and it was taken shore by 
deckhands. The driver of the vehicle 
which was to take it to the machine 
shops, refused to receive the shaft un- 
til it had been rolled in the mud. He 
was assured that this would remove 
any taint upon it from Bronze John's 
grisly fingers. By midnight the shaft 
had been repaired and replaced on the 
boat. 

“Monday morning the boat's officers 
refused to move her. “An agreement 
was reached, however, by which the 
boat dropped down a mile or two below 
the town. Her officers promised to 
land her on the West Virginia’ shore, 
where she would be distant from dwell- 
ings, Dr. Needham pledging himself that 
he would supply them with food and 
medicines. The pilots, however. put her 
on the Ohio shore, afterward declaring 
that the water was too shoal to permit 
of her landing on the other side, 

At that point five of the crew died. 
Three were buried in a thicket close to 
the bluff, the others were thrown into 
the river with grate bars tied to their 
arms and jegs to hold them to the bet- 
~om. 

“The numerous deaths and the de- 
cision to navigate the Porter no farther, 
destroyed whatever discipline had exist-

So in the treaties 
it was written, witnessed and sealed 
with the great seal of Uncle Sam that 
So long as he exercised a guardianship 
over Poor Lo, be would prohibit the 
sale of liquor of any kind or character 
in what is known as the five Civilized 
Nations. For more than a quarter of a 
century, he has been doing it, and to- 
day, it probably costs the Government 
a dollar a minute to live up to that 
agreement. 

To satisfy a thirst for a thing that 
cannot be had bad men who are ad- 
dicted to the use of alcohol will go tv 
any extreme. Many have lost their 
lives in trying to quench -that thirst. 
Some have been shot down by United 
States Marshals, while others have re- 
sorted to patent medicines, lemon ex- 
tract, red ink, extract of ginger, or 
any compound that had for its base 
alcohol. Hardly a week passes with- 
out some poor man, and occasionally a 
woman, leaving the world by one of 
these routes. 

In certain sections of the Territory 
permits are given to dealers to sell a 
drink that is known under various ti- 
tles, being a low grade beer. This has 
made the dealers rich. Patent medi- 
cines are good sellers, especially if they 
are part whisky. Varnish. where corn 
alcohol is used, is a favorite drink, es- 
pecially among the painters, the drink 
being prepared by the parcipitation of 
the body, which leaves the alcohol 
standing alone, 

Lemon extract, where it is composed 
largely of corn alcohol, is another fa- 
vorite. It is prepared by the use of 
large quantities of water, sugar and 
fruits. Occasionally, though, the drink- 
er gets hold of an extract on a wood 
base, and=death usually results.

Pailing to Reach Verdict in 
Famous Bribery Trial, It Is 
Excused at 11:35 P. M. Un- 
til 9 A. M., Today. 


ATTORNEYS ARGUE 
AT NIGHT SESSION. 


Crowd Listens to Eloquence and 
Tilts of Lawyers—Both Sides 
Express . Confidence—Senator 
Smith’s Case Continued. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON OITY, Mo., Aug. 5.—The 
jury in the case of State Senator Frank 
H. Farris, charged with bribery in con- 
nection with the baking powder legis- 
lation of 1901, had not: reached a ver- 
dict at 11:3 tonight, after having been 
out two hours, and Judge Davis or- 
dered a recess at that-hour until 9 
a. m. Sunday. 

It was understood at that hour that 
the jury was about evenly divided. 

Mr. Reed, the attorney of Farris, said 
after the recess had been taken: ‘““The 
fact that the jury has not agreed ‘s 
favorable to the defendant. We are 
sure now of a mistrial, if not a posi- 
tive acquittal. Conviction is out of 
the question.”’ 

Attorney-General Hadley went to his 
home immediately after the jury re- 
tired and left orders not to be dis- 
turbed. 

The case against Senator Charles 
Smith, charged with bribery 
the same connection, was continued 
Judge Davis to the next term of court. 

Following three hours of spirited ora- 
tory. in the course of which Attorney- 
General Herbert 8. Hadley, representing 
the State, and Former Mayor James A. 
Reed, counsel for the defendant, clashed 
ewords at regular intervals, the jury re- 
tired to deliberate on a verdict et 98:4. 
Senator Farris, accompanied by his 
wife and father, left the sourtroom im- 
mediately at the close of Gen. Hadley’s 
address and went to thelr apartments at 
the Madison Hotél. 

“I feel certain the jurv will vote a 
verdict of acquittal,’’ remarked Senator 
Farris. ‘I was anxious for the trial to 
proceed, but I am greatly relieved that 
it is over. Tt was an unpleasant ordeal, 
to suy the least.”’ 


Arguments in Evening. 

The evening session was devoted to 
the arguments of the attorneys. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Relch had opened for 
ithe State before the dinner recess. 

At 7 o'clock former Mayor Reed of 
Kansas City opened for the defense. 
speaking for an hour and a half. He 
was followed for the State by Attorney- 
General Hadley, who spoke the same 
length of time, closing for the State. 

After the recess Judge Davis warned 
the spectators, many of whom were 
women, to refrain from applause or ex- 
pressions of approval or disapproval. 

“This is an exciting case,” said 
Judge Davis, “and we are going to hear 
some eloquent speaking. It is a serious

connecting the defendant with the com- 
mission of the crime charged against 
him and identifying him as the perpe- 
trator thereof, ought to be received with 
great caution by the jury, and } 
ought to be fully satisfied of its truth 
before they should convict the defendant 
on such testimony. 


How to Judge Witness. 


“The law presumes the defendant to 
be innocent, and this presumption con- 
tinues until it has been overcome by 
evidence which establishes his guilt to 
your satisfaction beyond a reasonable 
doubt; and the burden of proving his 
gullt rests with the State. 

“If, however, this presum 
been overcome by evidence and the guilt 
of tho defendant established beyond a 
reasonable doubt, your duty is to con- 
vict.

England’s Will Vie This Week 
With Its Namesake in New 
Hampshire in Being Place of 
Important Event.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—While the peace 
envoys of Japan and Russia are assem- 
bling at Portsmouth, N. H., on Monday, 
the statesmen and warships of Great 
Britain and France will begin at Ports- 
mouth, England, a great parliamentary 
and naval demonstration of mutual good 
will which may prove of equal im- 
portance to the peace of the world. 

The fraternal festivities in England 
will be the sequel to the recént fates 
Simiuar in spirit In France.

ARCHBISHOP CHAPPELLE 
IS VICTIM OF SCOURGE 


Stricken in His Palace, His 
Critical Illness Casts Gloom 
Over New Orleans—New 
Cases, 30; Total Deaths, 97. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 5.—The yel- 
low fever record up to 6 p. m.: New 
cases, 30; total cases to date, 56; 
deaths today, 8; total deaths to data, 
97. New sub-foci, 15. Total sub-focl, 


This record contains no comfort. It 
is the record of a hot, sultry day. Out 
of the 30 new cases all were within 
five blocks of the original infected dis- 
trict. 

Archbishop P. L. Chappelle, apostolic 
delegate to Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
formerly holding the same exalted po- 
sition to the Philippine Islands, was 
among the fever victims today. He 
Was stricken at his palace on Espla- 
nade street, and reports from there to- 
night are that he is dying. 

The archbishop’s ilness has sent a 
glocm over the local situation, for he 
had been working daily among the 
stricken Italians. He had an influence 
over them enjoyed by no one else, and 
in that was able to assist the medical 
corps in unbounded measure. 


Secondary Origin Death. 

The first secondary case of (fever, 
showing the spread from the second 
case, died at the Frye House today. 
This is the first death of secondary 
origin and indicates the progress of the 
fever despite heroic efforts. 

The quick response of President Roose- 
velt directing Surgeon-General Wyman 
to take hold of the New Orleans situa- 
tion, has given a certain confidence to 
the local situation. Business and finan- 
cial circles showed the buoyant effect 
today during the brief Saturday trad- 
ing hours. Although no plans have 
been formulated, the local authorities 
believe the Federal Government will 
assume command and battle with the 
epidemic as it now exists in this city, 
with sporadic cases in the State of 
Louisiana, in Mississippi and Alabama. 

Dr. J. H. White of the Marine Hos- 
pital service went to the new detention 
camp at Fonatinebleu, Miss., today, but 
returned late tonight. Pending his 
absence nothing was done looking to the 
actual taking over of the New Or- 


leans campaign. 

All citizens’ committees met today as 
usual and. are pushing forward the 
work, spending thousands of voluntary 
The great sanitary work will 
continue tomorrow, as though Sunday 
were a week day. The theme of every 
pulpit will again dwell upon the fever 
situation and the work of saving the 


city and its 300,000 people. 

Dr. W. M. Brumby, Health Officer of 
Houston, who has been here quietly 
making an investigation, started for 
home today via St. Louls, unable to get 
into Houston via a direct line. Tonight 
closed the second week of yellow fever 
epidemic in New Orleans of 195. It has 
been a tragic 15 days in the history of 
this city, which finally wound up in an 
appeal to President Roosevelt for the 
Federal power to assume command of 
the entire fever situation in this city. 

After 15 days of heroic battling against 
the fever spreading contagion, the of- 
ficial record now shows 4 total of more 
than 500 cases and nearly 100 deaths. The 
number of infected spots in this city 
have also grown to almost 100, showing 
the persistent spread of the disease. One 
new case was reported on a plantation

DISPUTE OVER LAND RENT 


Warring Families Are Promi- 
nent Land Holders Near 
Bethalto, Ill. 


In a battle fought on disputed farm 
land near Bethalto, Madison County, 
lli., yesterday, with three brothers ar- 
rayed on one side, and their sister, 
backed by her three sons on the other, 
guns were fired and wounds inflicted, 
and a shotgun was used as a club with 
telling effect.

There was.a dispute over possession of 
gome land that was owned by Mrs. Bal- 
scher, which was rented by the Tobias 
brothers. Yesterday Mrs. Balscher and 
her sons appeared on the line to the dis- 
puted ground. Ben and Conrad Tobias 
saw them approaching and called for 
them not to cross the line. 


Revolver Shots First. 


lienry Balscher, so the ,Tobiases 
clain:,, had a revolver, which he flour- 
ished, and threatened to come any way. 
lie crossed and Ben Tobias gays that 
Henry Balscher fired, the ball striking 
Conrad Tobias in the thigh, inflicting a 
serious wound. Conrad grappled with 
Henry, and getting possession of the 
weapon fired it, the ball striking Henry 
in the lower part of the leg. 

When the fight was on, the Tobiases 
claim, Will Ralscher ran to the spring 
wagon which they rode to the farm in, 
and getting a double-barreled shotgun 
ran to the scene, and using it as a club, 
dealt Ben Tobias numerous blows on the 
head. knocking him down repeatedly. 

Henry Tobias, who was at work on 
the farm. heard the disturbance and 
rushed to aid his brothers. He took ihe 
shotgun away from Will Balscher, and 
breaking it. threw it into a wheat (feld. 


Says Brother Struck Her. 


Mrs. Balscher declares that her broth- 
ers were the ones who started the fight. 
She says that when she and her sons 
appeared, Ben Tobias struck her in the 
face with his fist, and the trouble that 
followed was the result of that blow. 
She also dcclares that the wound Con- 
rad Tobias received was self-inflicted, 
and that he received it after he had 
wrested the revolver from Henry. 

For 15 years the Tobias brothers have 
rented land from the Balschers. Until 
September, 1903. Dietrich Balscher 
owned the property, and when he died 
at that time the property passed to his 
widow and sons. There had always 
been a verbal contract between the par- 
ties, but a yeur ago, after some straw 
stacks that was Claimed by both parties 
burned, a written contract was drawn. 

This contract provided that certain 
stubble land should be sown to clover. 
and it was over this question that the 
trouble of yesterday arose. 

Mrs. Balscher and her three sons were 
arrested on charges of assault with a 
deadly weapon. They were released on 
ponds of $250 each.

At his 
death he was worth about $25,000.

Former Lieutenant-Governor’s Long Surpressed Version 
of Fight Against Repeal of Anti-Alum Bill Evi- 
dence in Case—Tells How He Refused 
to Aid Kelley in Second Fight. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 6.— 
The confession of former Lieutenant- 
Governor John A. Lee to Attorney- 
General Crow, April 5, 1903, was made 
public for the first time today when it 
was offered as evidence in the Farris 
case: It was read by Morton Jourdan, 
attorney for Farris. The confession 
follows: 

State of Missouri, County of Cole.—ss. 

I, John A. Lee, of lawful age, being 
duly sworn upon his oath, states that 
in the year 1900, I became acquainted 
with D. J. Kelley, of New York clity, 
whose office was at 31 Hast lith street, 
American Queen office; that he came 
to St. Louis as he stated representing 
the National Health Society of New 
York, for the purpose of instituting 
prosecutions against the violation of the 
pure food law, passed in 1899, by the 
General Assembly of Missouri. He had 
a letter of introduction from Mr. Por- 
ter, vice president of the Royal Baking 
Powder company. 

He inquired as to 
attorneys and stated 
ployed Mr. Edward 
think, to attend to prosecutins. I met 
him afterwards several times in St. 
Louls and gave him information when 
asked. 


Promised to Fight Bill. 


I was, in 1900, elected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Missoftri and had some corre- 
spondence and conversation with D. J. 
Kelley about the prosecution of the re- 
peal of a law which had been passed 
at the session previously known as the 
law prohibiting, the use of alum, ete., 
in food products, 
what I could to prevent its repeal, as 
I thought it a good law. 

When the session of the Legislature 
conyened in January of 1901, I spoke 
about the matter of the repeal to quite 
a number of senators and told them 
that I hoped that the bill to repeal the 
law, which had been introduced by Sen- 
ator Haynes of Buchanan County and 
referred to the Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence of which Senator James 
Orchard was chairman, would not ipass. 

Some of them promised their influence, 
others said they would look into it. 


Farris Suggested. Pay. 

The Committee on Criminal Jurisprud- 
ence consisted of Senators Orchard, 
Dowell, Farris, Costello, Morton, Mat- 
thews and Smith. Some time toward 
the middie of the session, Senator 
Frank H. Farris came to me and said 
that ‘“‘the boys’' would not stand for 
preventing the repeal of the bill just 
on a basis of personal friendship; that 
they thought that it was in the in- 
terest of the Royal Baking Powder Co.., 
a wealthy corporation, and that they 
Ought to be paid for preventing the 
repeal of the bill. I told him that I 
had no authority to offer anything for 
such services. 

He asked me to call wp my corre- 
spondent and make him a proposition 
for them. 

“I made the greatest mistake of my 
life and did so. Their proposition was 
$7000 should be paid to the seven men. 
$1000 each. All were members of the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence 
except Senator Dowell and Senator 
Hagner was to be included as one of 
the seven in place of Dowell. 


Kelley Included Haynes. 

“I telegraphed D. J. Kelley of New 
York to call me up by the loug-dis- 
tamce telephone. He did se, and I 
submitted the proposition te him, aad

“Am the session progressed Senator 
Farris came to me and asked what 
assurance I had that the money would 
be paid as agreed.

“He said that I must have the 
money sent on, so that it would be 
sure and prompt at the close of the 
session. : 

..“E communicated with Kelley and 
he sent me a check for either eight 
or pine thousand dollars, I do not now 
recall the amount, but it is of record. 

Kelley Present at Finish. 

‘“T took it to the President of the 
American Exchange Bank in St. Louis, 
where I kept an account, and asked 
that the bank on which it was drawn 
be telephoned to and asked if the check 
was good. I think it was drawn on the 
Secohd Natioral Bank of New York, 
and was done and the amount of the 
check placed to my credit. Monday, 
March ‘19, 1901, the Senate adjourned 
and Kelley was present on that day in 
Jefferson City. He had previously 
mailed me a report which he desired the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence to 
make, which I had handed to Senator 

Orchard chairman. On the last day 
of the session as it was expiring, Sena- 
tor Orchard handed quite a number of 
bills to the secretary, among which 
was house bill No. 88, a companion bill 
to Senate bill 110, prohibiting the use 
of alum in foods stuffs, and accompany- 
ing them, was the report sent me by 
Kelley, and by recommendation that 
the bills “‘do not pass,’ for the reason

Distribution of Money. 

“On the following day, Marchh 139, 1908, 
by prearrangement, I drew $7000 in cur- 
rency, from the American Exchange 
Bank. and took it to a room in the 
Laclede Hotel and met Senator Farris, 
and delivered the monye,to him. He put 
it up in packages and while we 
were there Senator Matthews and Sen- 
ator Smith came in and were handed 
their package. 

“The remfining packages were left 
with Senator Farris for distribution 


to the other parties. 
“I frequently met D. J. Kelley after 


that time in St. Louls and occasionally 
cashed checks for him, through my ac- 
count at the American Exchange Bank, 
for traveling expenses, paying his at- 
torneys in prosecuting cases, etc., etc. 
About a month or a little more previous 
to the next session of the general as- 
sembly of Missouri, the 42d. Kelley 
made a visit to St. Louls and asked me 
to meet him at the Pianters’ Hotel. 1 
did so and he said that he heard that 
another effort was gning to be made to 
repeal the alum Dill and that itmust be 
defeated.

I told him that I did not believe any.

11:50 a. m. 

President Rodsevelt followed at once. 
As he stepped on the gangway to as- 
cend to the deck of the Mayflower the 
first gun of the presidential salute of 21 
guns boomed its welcome and thé beau- 
tiful presidential pennant of blue and 
gold was broken out at the masthead. 
The President was greeted by Com- 
mander Winslow as he reached the 
deck. 

The band, after the sounding of four 
ruffies on the drums, played the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” The President 
greeted cordially Gen. Grant ’and Rear 
Admirals Coghlan and Sigsbee, saying 
to the last, in response to his apology 
for not having on his uniform, “It is 
always a great pleasure, Admiral, to 
meet you at any time and in any garb.” 

One after another the President per- 
sonally greeted and shook hands with 
the officers of the ship. 

The President was accompanied by 
W. Emlen Roosevelt and Col. Charles 
Ss. Ercmwell, his military aide. He chat- 
ted animately with his friends and the 
officers on board, commenting particu- 
larly and with evident pleasure on the 
beauty of the day. 


Japanese Are Presented. 


Meantime the cruiser Tacoma, with 
the Japanese envoys and their suite on 


board, had arrived from New York, 
making the run in two hours and three- 
quarters. The ship came to anchor at 

2:30 o'clock about half a mile from the 
Mayltlliower. 

Alinost at the same time the naval 
yacht Sylph, with Third Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Herbert H. D. Peirce 
on board, also came to anchor a short 
distance from the Mayflower. Mr. 
Peirce, who, in the absence of Secretary 
Root, was to represent the Department 
of State at the ceremonies incident to 
the reception, boarded the Maytiower 
from a alg t about 10 minutes after 


the arrival the President. He and the 
President c™atted a few minutes before 
it was reported to the President that the 
Japanese envoys were_about to come 
aboard the Mayfiower.* 

S-sarcely had the report been made 
before the guns of the Tacoma began to 
fire their salute of 19 guns as the pleni- 
potentiaries and their suite went over 
the side. 

As the Japanese mission, headed by 
Raron Komura and Minister Taka- 
hira, ascended the gangway, all at- 
tired in. biack frock coats and shiny 
silk hats, the band sounded three 
ruffles and then played a march. 

At the head of the gangway Com- 
mander Winslow received the envoys 
and as they stepped to the deck they 
were greetd by Mr. Peirce. They 
were escofted immediately to the 
cabin, where the President was await- 
ing them. Their reception was brief 
and was as devoid of formality as the 
nature of the occasion would permit. 

Baron Komura and Minister Taka- 
hira shook hands with the President, 
the cordiality of the greeting being 
unmistakable. 

As the representative of his em- 
peror, Baron Komura then extended 
his thanks to President Roosevelt, 
and through him to the American 
people, for tho interest they had 
manifested in the pending peace ne- 
gotiations, expressing particularly his 
friendliness he had shown in initlat- 
ing the negotiations which had re- 
sulted in the pleasure they were to 
have today. The President assured 
Baron Komura that he had found 
great pleasure in taking the steps to- 
ward what he hoped would be a per- 
manent peace between the two great 
nations. The exchanges, if they 
mav be so termed, were entirely in- 
formal.. No set addresses were de- 

d. 
gto Komura then presented to the 
President the 12 members of his sulte. 
The President gave particularly cordial 
greetings to Commander Takashita, the 
naval attache of the Japanese legation, 
addressing him as ‘“‘comrade,’’ and to 
Mr. Hanahara, the third secretary of 
the legation, with both of whom he is 
personally ac vainted. The President 
then introduced the envoys to the army 
and naval officers present, after which, 
with Baron Komura and Minister 
Takahira, he retired to an inner cabin 
for a brief consultation prior to the ar- 
rival of the Russion mission. 


Russians Comé on Board. 

The cruiser Chattanooga, with the 
Russian envoys on board, anchored a 
third of a mile from the Mayflower at 
1:6 p. m. and 15 minutes later the 
Chattanooga’s 1®-gun salute announced 
the departure of the Russians. 

A few minutes afterward the form of 
M. Witte, Russia's chief plenipoten- 
tiary, appeared at the starboard gang- 
way of the Mayflower. He was fol- 
lowed by Baron Rosen, Russian Am- 
bassador, and second peace envoy, and 
eight members of his suite. They were 
received precisely as the Japanese had 
been. 

Dering the reception of the Russian 
mission the Japanese envoys and mem- 
bers of their suite were in one of the 
orward cabins. 

: With notable cordiality President 
Roosevelt shook hands with M. Witte 


over to see him. I did and they 
conversed apart and then

I did not hear the conversation. He 
then asked me to ask Col. y

In the closing 
week of the session I went to New 
York on a trip with the Francis recep- 
tion committee, and called Kelley up 
from the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel while 
there and asked him how he was. He 
said he was feeling g00d, 4s he had 
just received a telegram informing him 
that the repeal bill had been indefinitely 
tponed, and said that if I would meet 
him in St. Louis at the close of the ses- 
sion he would give me the $1000 he had 
reserved for me. 


“Had Not Earned $1000.” 


I told him that I did not want it, 
as I had not carned it, and would not 
be im St. Louis at the close of the ses- 
sion or for a week or more. He said 
he would leave it with my brother, 
umd I told him that he need not. 

I did not go to St. Louis for about 
a week after the close of the session. 
I got a note from my brother that 
Kelley had sent for him to come to the 
Planters Hotel and had given him a 
check payable to his order for $1000 and 
told him to endorse it and hand it to me 
when I came down. He asked me what 
to do with the check and I told him to 
hold it for awhile, but that I did not 
want it and would not have it, but to 
by no means put it in bank or collect 
7 until I could decide as to its disposi-

MADDEN TAKES AN APPEAL, ©

Beginning Tomorrow, Corps of 
Physicians Will Board All 
Trains and Boats From Yel- 
low Fever District. 


PASSENGERS TO NEED 
HEALTH CERTIFICATES 


Unless They Can Show Proof of 
Good Condition They Will Be 
Held in Quarantine for a 
Period of Five Days. 


At noon tomorrow the inspection of 
@ll trains and boats from the South by 
the health authorities of St. Louis will 
begin, to guard against the introduction 
of yellow fever infection into 8t. Louis. 

A corps of 12 physicians, under direc- 
tion of Chief Dispensary Physician 
Henry J. Scherck, will board the trains 
and boats at points sufficiently distant 
from St. Louis to allow time ‘or the 
completion of the inspection before the 
trains or boats reach their destination. 
The boats will be inspected at Quaran- 
tine, some miles below Jefferson Bar- 
racks. Iron Mountain and Southern 
trains will be boarded at De Soto, Mo., 
Mobile & Ohio trains’ at Waterloo, 
Loulsville & Nashville and Southerp 
Raiiway trains at Belleville and Cotton 
Belt | trains at Chester, Ill. Every pas- 
Senger ffom an infected district, whe 
cannot show a certificute from the 
health authorities of the place where 
he started, will be placed in quarantine 
and detained during five days, the 
average period of incubation of yellow 
fever. 


. Railroads Co-Operating. 

“The railroads are co-operating heart- 
fly with us,” said Health Commissioner 
Snodgras.’’. They have supplied trans- 
portation to carry our physicians to and 
from the boarding points and they have 
discontinued the sale of transportation 
te anyone who is not equipped witb 
proper health credentials. The railroads 
have instructed their agents to this ef- 
fect and have also given orders to the 
conductors to work with the inspectors 
by giving them accurate information as 
to the point of embarkation of all 
suspicious passengers. We have cleared 
up things at Quarantine, where the de- 
temtion quarters will be, and are ready 
for all nsuspicious cases. 


The evening trains from the South car- 
ried heavy loads of refugees. They were 
all equipped with health credentials, 
which they had used at points south of 
Bt. Louis, but which they wete not 
celled on to show at St. Louis. At the 
Terminal Hotel three persons from New 
Orleans were registered. 


Refugee Tells of First Case. 
Carroli Cahn of Shreveport, La., stay- 
ing at the Terminal Hotel, was an even- 


ing arrival. « 

“I was on quarantine duty at Shreve- 
pert when we caught the first case on 
en M., K. & T. train there,”’ says Cahn. 
“The news reached the city quickly, and 
less than an hour afterward a boy on 
horeeback brought me word from my 
family that they ineieted on getting out 
of Bhreveport at once before a too strict 
quarantine should prevent. We cked 
up at once and came North. e got 
health certificates to vouch for our con- 
dition, but we were not called on to 
show them at St. Louis."’ 

To explain the quarantine precautions 
at St. Louis and to prevent them from 
s.fYecting injuriously the trade of S8t. 
Louls with the South, the Interstate 
Merchants’ Association has, through a 
strong committee, drafted a letter, 
which is being sent to customers of St. 
Louis throughout the South. The let- 
ter receiv the approval of the 8St. 
Louis .Board of Health before it wus 
sent. It reads in part: 


Letter of Merchants. 


“The purpose of the Missouri Board 
of Health is to prevent yellow fever 


obtaining a foothold in this State, and 
the action of the board will be so thor- 
o ly enforced that we believe it will 
be impossible for any one infected with 
yellow fever to enter this State. It is 
not the intention to establish a quaran- 
tine against the entire South, but 
against the infected districts only. The 
- e of the South will not be prohlib- 
ted t by the health authorities from vis- 
iting this city, but will be cordially re- 
ceived when provided with proper cer- 
tificates of health. It is manifestly nec- 
essary that suitable precautions be ob- 
gerved for the protection of all, and the 
action of the Bo of’ Health, as 
above stated, was taken with this idea 
in : 

“In order to avoid detention or delay 
every one leaving the South should ob- 
tain a health certificate before leaving 
home. Such a certificate will enable 
anyone to come here without detention 
or inconvenience, and may be of great 
value to the traveler when visiting 
cities or States where quarantine regu- 
lations may be in force.”

In Frail Skiff, Tower 
Keeper Saves Seven and 


Doesnt Know He's Hero LIVES ON TRIP 


Joseph Hunt Pulls 


Joseph Hunt saved seven lives, battled 
for more than three hours with the 
stubborn current of the swift-flowing 
Mississippi River, in order that he 
might place beacon lights to warn oth- 
ers from the danger, and does not yet 
know that he is a hero. 

‘IT don't see why they want me to 
make a report on the matter,” said 
Hunt to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night. ‘‘The thing is all over. It was 
just an accident. That's all. Anybody 
that don't know the river at the Chain 
of Rocks would have done just as Wil- 
son did. I might have done the same 
thing, and I've been on the river all my 
life,”’ 

The intake tower at which Hunt Is a 
watchman, stands 2000 feet out from the 
Missouri shore. At present the balcony 
is 40 feet above the river's surface. In 
the top of the tower are placed large 
lamps, to warn steamboat men of the 
chain of rocks that give the point its 
name and which was wrecked more than 
one river craft. Hunt was on the bal- 
cony preparing to light the great lamps 
when he chanced to see James Wilson 
approaching in the boat. He looked 
again and saw that Wilson was not fa- 
miliar with the current and shouted his 
warning. 


Powerless in Current. 
Wilson tried to change the course of 
the boat, but the one pair of oars was 
powerless against the swift-flowing cur- 


rent. The force of the water overcame 
the strokes of the oars and each mo- 


ment the boat was borne nearer the 
danger mark. 

Then it struck the apron of the tower. 
This resembles the cowcatcher on a lo- 
comotive. The shanty boat slid up the 
apron. It trembled for a moment, then 
toppled over, and sank in the deep 
water on the Illinois side of the tower. 

Willson, his wife and children sank 
with their overturned boat. It rose to 
the surface, and its occupants rose with 
it, crying lustily for help. Wilson and 
his wife clung to the overturned boat 
with desperation. The father had one 
child in his right arm. Another was on 
hie back with its arm tightly clasped 
around his father’s neck. The mother 
was clinging to the boat and was help- 
ing to keep the head of another child 
above the water. 


Hunt Acts Quickly. 


Hunt aid not need the despairing cries 
to arouse him to action. His skiff was 
moored at the base of the tower. The 
40 feet of stairway would require too 
much time to be traversed. Hunt slid 
down the chute, used in emergency, and 
in a trice was in his little boat, which 
he cast afloat. 

Even then the houseboat, with its 
helpless victims, had floated more than 
100 yards from the tower. Hunt knows 
how to use a pair of gars, and he never 
pulled more lustily than then. He called 
to them to have courage and to hold on 
until he came. 

The shanty boat was filling with 
water and wae sinking lower and low- 
er every instant. In a few minutes Hunt 
was beside the overturned and sinking 


houseboat. 


Skiff Is Overloaded. 

One by one he lifted each of the five 
children ‘in his boat. Thre were girls. 
Two were boys. The girls were aged 2. 
4 and 6 years. The boys were aged 8 


and 12. 
When the five children were in the 


boat. its capacity was exhausted. Al- 
ready ft was sitting so low in the water 
that a few more pounds added would 


cause it to ship water and sink. 

Hunt caught Mrs. Wilson and told her 
to hold on to the rear of his boat. Wil- 
aon was told to hang on to the side, Then 
came the task of reaching the shore. 
The current was 60 strong that it was 
impossible to row back. to the Chain of 
Rocks, and he feared to take strokes 
too strong as a result of danger of 
capsizing. }

family of the island watchman, and he 
headed for this. 
below the house, and the Wilson family, 
drenched, were put safely to the shore. 
Their long stay in the water had chilled 
them, and their teeth chattered. 

Hunt is lighthouse keeper as well as 
watchman. He knew that several large 
steamboats were due to pass, and he 
knew that there were no warning lamps 
for the pilots. He pulled for the tower 
with ropal will, but it was 10 o'clock 
when he reached the landing, climbed 
the stairway and applied the match to 
the lamps. Ten minutes after the lamps 
were lighted a big excursion steamer 
passed, and no one knew the danger 
that had been avoided. 

Hunt thought, so little of his action 
that he made but a brief report to Supt. 
Jacobs. Then he went back to the 
Island where he had left the Wilson 
family, but learned that they had been 
rowed across to St. Louis by a fisher- 
man, and had disappeared among the 
hundreds of shanty boats that line the 
river banks north of the city.

Czar Making Ready to Call

cuss Proposition. — 


PEOPLE WILL SHARE 
POLITICAL AFFAIRS 


Direct Suffrage Not Provided, 
but Its Advocates. Advise 
Adoption of Present Plan as 
Paving the Way .Thereto. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 6, 1:15 a. m. 
—After months of preparation and an- 
xious waiting the. project. for a new 
popular representative assembly, an in- 
novation to the Russian political sys- 
tem of greater importance than the 
emagcipation of the peasantry or the 
establishment of zemstvas in the 60's 
is now undergoing final revision and its 
completion and promulgation are 
thought to be a matter of days only. 

The Emperor, it is well known, hopes 
to signalize the first birthday of the 
infant heir apparent by a manifesto 
summoning the representatives of the 
people and during the long meetings of 
the commission at Peterhof last week 
he has driven the work of revision as 
fast as it was possible in order to 
have it finished before Aug. 12. 

The nature of the future assembly 
cannot be stated with exactness until 
the labors of the commission are fin- 
ished and Emperor Nicholas sets the 
seal of his approval on the work. 

But it is understood that councillors 
thus for have recommended no sweep- 
ing changes in the project as it came 
from the hands of the Council of Min- 
isters. 

The reactionaries at yesterday's ses- 
sion of the commission at Peterhof 
made a strong effort to secure the re- 
jection or alteration of two important 


inent of the commission and the wishes 
of the Emperor and of the Grand Dukes 
prevented any step backward. As at 
the previous sessions, the Emperor's 
advisers continued to discuss the needs 
of the country with. remarkable frank- 
ness : 


Main Point of Conflict. 

The article over which was the main 
conflict arose comprised paragraph 42 of 
the project, providing that the assem- 
bly’s rejection of any proposition sub- 
mitted to it by a two-thirds majority is 
absolutely final, with no recourse what- 
ever. 

M. Stichinsky, a noted reactionist sen- 
ator, assailed the paragraph and point- 
ed out fts wide limitations to the autocé 
racy of the Emperor and Gen. Trepoff, 
Assistant Minister of the Interior, in a 
Strongly worded address declared that 
such limitations were imperatively 
needed by the country and the people. 

The paragraph was then passed unani- 
mously. 

The discussions at Peterhof give color 
to a current report that Emperor Nich- 
Olas and the Grand Dukes appear to 
be the most liberal minded and the most 
truly anxious for reform among the 
members of the conference. 

A rescript addressed to Minister of 
the Interior Bouligin directing him to 
prepare plans for the assembling of 
representatives:tof the people was is- 
sued March 3 and the work has 
Steadily in progress during the 
vening five months. 

While the emancipation code of 1861, 
the magna charta of the Russian peas- 
anis, and the zemstvo ukase of 184 
freed the serfs and established lgcal 
self-administration, they gave the Rus- 
sian subject no share in the imperial! 
government. The convocation of a leg- 
islative assembly will give him his first 
political rights. 

Completed, the project will fall short 
of the expectation of the more extreme 
Liberals, who will be satisfied with 
nothing less than a constitution.

Stitution maker. 

“The project creates an assembly and 
defines its power, but frames it in its 
anxiety to avoid allusion to the limita- 
tions of autocracy or to admit that the 
creation of the assembly came otherwise 
than as the favor of the imperial wil 
and fails to provide a mutual covenant 
based on the respective rights of the 
Emperor and the people, or for defense 
against the gradual or sudden sapping 
away of any or. all of the powers of the 
Emperor by the assembly whenever it 
feels strong enough to do so.”

Woman Sees in Grief Execution 
of Sanitary Condemnation 
of Life’s Savings, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 5.— 
Wringing her hands and moaning in 
anguish, Mrs. D. E. N. Marsh, an aged 
widow who is dying of consumption, last 
evening looked on as men employed by 
the city applied the torch to destroy her 
“furniture” as it was piled in front of 
the cottage she had called home. 

After the articles she had been years 
in collecting were reduced to ashes and 
the afflicted woman had no place of her 
own to shelter her she was cared for 
by sympathetic neighbors. 

Several wagonloads of rubbish, con- 
sisting of all sorts of useless articles, 
including bird cages, stove pipes, print- 
ing presses, broken vases, old stoves 


and many oiner things which evidently 
have been cast aside by the owners 
years ago, attracted hundreds of peo- 
ple as they lay heaped in front of a 
cottage door on North Davidson, be- 
tween Market and Ohio streets. 

The pile comprised the “furniture” 
which the aged woman had been col- 
lecting*for years and it was removed 
from the house by the Board of Health, 
after that body had received numerous 
complaints as to the unsanitary condi- 
tion of the house. At 7 o'clock the en- 
tire mass was consigned to the flames 
and all of the aged widow s possessions 
were burned before her eyes. 

One year ago the aged woman 
moved into the Davidson street house, 
bringing no relatives or companions 
Other than a dozen dogs and several 
cats. According to the neighbors she 
moved from a place on North Noble 
street, from which she was driyen by 
the rental agency. Most of the trash, 
which was burned by the city, they 
say, she possessed at that time, and 
for three weeks she was engaged in 
moving it into the heuse. 

Since that time she has been seen 
on the streets at all hours of the day 
and night, carrying worthless §rub- 
bish. Physicians who treated her say 
her mind is sound and active and that 
her pecullar actions are due to a 
mania which she has for savifig 
everything she sees thrown away. 

During the 12 months no neighbors 
called at the house, and until yester- 
day the condition which existed there 
not known. . " yesterday 
morning neighbors strange 
sounds in the house. and, upon break- 
ing in, they found the woman trying 
to strangle nine small dogs which she 
had tied together and placed in an alir- 
tight barrel. In the same room were 
five cats. evidently awaiting the same 
ate. The Health Board was notified 
and the burning of her property fol- 
lowed. 


MAS, MURPHY IS 
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TEAS TOBACCO 
A QUALITY CROP 


Filler Is Equal to. Cuban Prod- 
uct, but Wrapper Is Lack- 
ing, Says Expert. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh, s. 

HOUSTON, Tex., July 2.—Mr. L. H. 
Shelfer, the tobacco expert, has been 
in the city from Nacogdoches, the very 
hotbed of the tobacco wealth of Texas. 
In reply to questiuns he stated that the 
crop was fine and the producers were in 
good spirits over the outlook for good 
returns. Asked as to the special phase 
of the Texas plant and its fruitage, he 


said: 

“It is the quality more than the quan- 
tity that will characterize the Texas 
crop this season. A high grade filler 
has been produced comparable to the 
Cuban quality. The wrapper will not 
come up to the filler, because the grow- 
ers in Texas have not reached the stage 
of expertness, except in two or three 
instances, necessary to produce the 
wrapper. Of course our section will 
pass it:in a couple of years, maybe 
earlier, through the acquirement of ex- 
perts, and then it will be wrapper 4s 
well as filler that will bring wealth to 
four people and joy to the American 
smoker. 

“Some of the crop has already been 
cut and may reasonably be considere! 
safe. The other is coming alqng all 
right and in due time will come into the 
busy world at a gvood figure. If Texas 
tobacco is known to the smoker, 
whether he be In Boston, New York or 
Ohicago, it will make a soft place in 
his heart for Texas, It will bring con- 
tentment and repose to thousands 
whose wits are troubled through the 
strenucus contact in the marts of trade, 

“The crop will be three,times or more 
greater next year than this. This is 
not a guess, it is a delibrate statement. 
Every year will bring the producers 
of Texas in closer touch with the world. 
I believe that it will be four times 
greater than it is this year, but there 
might arise a drawback or obstacle of 
some kind. so I won't make that pre- 
diction. Tobacco, of course. has its 
troubles of infancy just as do other 
new enterprises. but like the others, 
as it grows it becomes better qualified 
to overcome them. 

“Our Texas crop in some localities 
Las puzzled the grower because he 
not know ‘how to meet the trouble in- 
flicted from an excess of rain at a cer- 
tain stage of the crop. This may result 
in a slight reduction of the acreage, but 
it doesn’t ‘spell’ anything. The Eastern 
papers, as well as the people, are 
taking a quickened interest in the to- 
bacco crop.in Texas. They are giving 
it due mention among the other prod- 
ucts of the soll.

Cariton’s face, usually stern and hard 
set. broke into a pronounced smirk as 
he made this felicitous reference to the 
machine of death.

“If the police will go about this busi- 
ness without so much foolishness they 
will soon find I’m not a bad man,” he 
proceeded. “Il never drink, I don't gam- 
ble, I don’t swear and—well, about the 
only thing I have ever done was to in- 
nocentiy—yes, I say innocently—make 
love to a tew women. Isn't it a man's 
privilege to win the heart of a woman? 
And If she falls in love with him, can he 
help it?’’

With a curt ‘“‘good-day’’ Carlton, the 
enigma of the police of 20 cities, re- 
turned to the bench in his cell and took 
up a newspaper, as though te convince 
his inquisitor that the interview was 
over. 


Revels in Notoriety. 


This man, whom Inspector Cross de- 
nominates “‘the most treacherous, most 
remarkable criminal I ever saw,” rey- 
in notriety. The prominence given 
exploits by the newspapers tickles 
fancy. He is entirely willing at all 
times to pose for newspaper photo- 
graphs and always wants the papers 
containing his pictures sent to him. He 
reads with avidity the daily develop- 
ments in the various cases the police 
are working up against him and cuails 
them all “rot,”’ one after the other. 
When he read recently that the Coroner 
proposed exhuming the body of his sec- 
ond wife to lvok for evidence of mur- 
der, Carlton took it as a great joke on 
the Coroner.

When her 
money wave out he desertéd her. Later 
—but not much later—he wedded Mrs 
Lulu Ritz Kittering, another dashing 
widow, of Rochester, N Y., and she has 
recently been corresponding with the 
Brooklyn police to see ff she could re. 
the money and jewelry Carlton 
disappeared. 

Mrs: Etta HKingrey of Gordon. Aia., 
seeks revenge for similar reasons, Carl- 
ton having politely deserted her a few 
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daye after their wedding, taking all her 
possessions. 

“I'd like to get a shot at him,”’ 
wrote the police. ’ 

In all these marriages, as in those 
that followed, Carlton, who wedded the 
women under various aliases, oveflooked 
the formality of a divorce, at least as 
far as the police have discovered. 
tween marriages Carlton found time to 
foist on a New York paper a lurid fake 
in which he placidly confessed that he 
Was the man who blew up the Maine 

Tantamount to this was his effort to 
sell to a Cincinnati paper a story in 
Which he accused himself of being an 
accessory of the assassination of Ken- 
tucKy’s Governor, and swore that the 
actual shooting was done by an entire- 
ly innocent man, who had committed 
Suicide jn a remote Kansas town. 

His failure to place this yarn on the 
Market drove him to the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. where he enlisted in Decem- 
ber, 1890, for four years. He made short 
trips on different crulsers, and between 
times made desperate love to Miss Jen- 
hie Smyth of Brooklyn. Rapid-fire love 
had become second mature to him by 
this time. They were married, and Mrs. 
Carlton died of tetanus poisoning in 
Washington in June, 19064, six months 
after their wedding. When Carlton went 
to collect the $2000 life insurance it was 
held up, because the Coroner, who had 
become suspicious, was investigating 
the death. Later the Coroner decided 
that the death was regular and Carlton 
Got the insurance. 


A Fervid Love-Maker. 


Scarcely had his wife been buried 
when he was making fervent protesta- 
tions of love to Miss Mamie Gorman o! 
Bridge street, and three months from 
the day his first wife died he married 
Miss Gorman. A few days later he in- 
Sured her for $3000, and on Mirch 10 
“st she died—of tetanus. Carlton's ex- 
planation of his first. wifes death was 
that a rusty needle had been run into 
her foot, and his second wife, he said, 
Was scratched by a cat. These stories 
he contradicted at various times, seem- 
ing to have some difficulty in remem- 
bering what he had said. 

If Cariton had not taken $700 from 
Henry Schaub. a roommate of his in 
Sands street, Brooklyn, and then neg- 
lected to return it. he might still be 
roaming around collecting life insur- 
ance. Carlton said he could Invest aiiy-

Then followed his rec- 
ognition by a New York World re- 
porter as Martinez, and the police be- 
gan to realize that they had an intcr- 
esting man on their hands.

“He is a dangerous man to have 
loose,’’ is the way Inspector Cross puts 
it. “How many women ‘have fallen a 
prey to his greed and viclousness it 
would be hard to say.

He is a inan 
of low, petty practices, a man of the 
meanest type. He fascinated innocent 
women and they were as toys in his 
hands.”’ 

Miss Marie Breslin, upon whom Carl- 
ton tried a unique scheme of blackmail 
by means of an obnoxious photograph, 
fell under Carlton’s hypnotic eye. 

‘“‘He asked me to marry him before his 
second wife was dead,” says this pretty 
Brooklyn miss. “I was her bridemaid, 
and 1 was shocked when he spoke to 
I felt myself under hfs terrivle in- 
I hard hardly the strength to 
thank God, I did. Then 
he told me he would get me by foul 
means, and I don’t know what miguit 
have happened if he had not been ar- 
rested. I always hated him. but his 
influence over @ woman was so strong 
that no one without a desperate cffort 
could get away from him.”

Catriton's feverish anxiety for femi- 
nine love has,not deserted him since 
his incarceration at the Brooklyn Jail. 
Mrs. Vandeventer, who was herself 
thrust -in a cell when Anthony Com- 
stock heard of her having posed for 
photographs found in Carhton's trunk, 
and who later gained temporary free- 
dom through the kind offices of a 
bondsman, calls on him every day and 
they exchange most endearing confi- 
dences.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Col. Henry 
Watterson has been made much of by 
old friends in this city since he arrived 

from Europe. 

But the colonel has tried hard to ap- 
pear indignant at the familiarity which 
newspaper jokers have displayed in 
heralding his doings—and the more that 
he never dreamed of doing. 

“I dislike being made to appear as if 
I issued a pronuncilamento on things in 
general the moment I set foot on my 
native shore, when returning quietly 
with my family from a little trip 
abroad,’’ said Col. Watterson. 

“I have always said, and still main- 
tain,”’ continued the colonel then, ‘that 
New York is the greatest allround sum- 
mer city in the world. I’m more than 
half a New Yorker. My father was a 
property owner here before the war. I 
can remember when Madison Square 
was a fish pond and when Union Square 
had a fence around it, to which the 
farmers used ‘to hitch their horses. I've 
walked the streets at night as a news- 
paper reporter.”’ 

“How many times have you crossed 
the Atlantic?’ 


Saw Things in Paris. 


“Oh, I’ve lost count. Every two or 
three seasons for the past 40 years. I 
suppose. I was in Paris during the 
Commune of 1871 and years before that 
I saw Loulis|' Napoleon return from 
Italy: No, I wasn't. present at the re- 
cent Paul Jones ceremony; that’s one 
of the few hig events I missed. But 
I've often gone out, in company with 
Gen. Porter and Gen. Schofield, to have 
a flapjack breakfast with Buffalo Bil 
Cody in his camp. He has his Wild West 
show there, you know, and is a tre- 
mendous favorite. In London I'm 
equally at home. Mrs. Watterson and 
I lived there a year once, in our early 
married life, and I paid my way by 
newspaper work—not much of a living, 
perhaps, but we got along.”’ 

“You have been quoted, Colonel, as 
making comparisons between Huropean 
and American aristocracy, so-called.” 

“Why, yes, I have made the general 
and obvious remark that in Burope aris- 
is a matter of caste, distinction 
There you have a thou- 
sand years of achievement behind @ 
family mame. Here, it is too often a 
matter of suddenly acquired millions— 
in pork, in ofl, in whisky, perhaps. In 
an old country like Austria or Germany 
in a somewhat lesser degree, in 
England, the aristocracy is exclusive—a 
close corporation. Here in the United 
States we have as good society as any 
in the world—noble, God-fearing, re- 
sourcefu!, heroic people—but ft is spo- 
radic and not organized as in the Old 
World.” 


Down With the Mint Julep! 


“How about the mint julep, which 
seems of late to loom up as the topic 
of the hour?’ 

Col. Watterson showed sudden vivac- 
ity. 

‘Now, why is it that 
pleasantly should be inflicted 
year in and year out? Is it simply 
because Im-.a Kentuckian? True, they 
make whisky—excellent whisky—in Ken- 
tucky. But so they do in Pennsylva- 
nia and in Maryland, for example. Do 
you know it is a statistical fact that 
there is less intemperance in Kentucky 
than there is in Maine? We have large 
communities: of religious people in our 
State who are brought up to believe it 
a sin to drink intoxicating liquors. For 
myself, no mint juiep is ever seen in my

Alarm the Innovation. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 5.—The Govern- 
ment may begin the publication of an 
official gazette, as the result of the 
present investigation of methods of do- 
ing business in the several executive 
departments. 

Such a gazette has for generations 
been one of the distinctive features of 
Great Britain, and it is found in near- 
ly all the countries on the continent. 
Even Canada has one, and everybody 
who wants to know what the Govern- 
ment is doing is a subscriber to it. 

There are so many arguments in fa- 
vor of the gazette, and so few against 
it, that the wonder is it was not started 
long ago. Among other things, such a 
publication would carry all official no- 
taces, such as advertisements for bids 
for all public work, and all official army 
and navy orders. The cost of getting 
it out would be very small, relatively. 
The big Government printery in this city 
would scarcely feel the extra burden. 

The investigation which is now going 
on of methods in the Statistical Bureau 
of the Agricultural Department only 
adds one more to a long list of inves- 
tigations which have been undertaken 
since Col. Roosevelt becime President. 

He bids fair to go down into history 
as the champion investigator, and is 
probably proud of the title, for the work 
thus far has been important, and in the 
aggregate it promises to put the execue 
tive departments on a better working 
basis than they have occupied for al- 
most a century. 

These executive departments are all, 

cepting the Department of Commerce 

d Labor, which is strictly modern 
and up to date, patterned on models 
which were in vogue in the early part 
of the last century. Not only was the 
country very small then, but business 
methods were crude and iaborious com- 
pared with those now in use. 

The Postoffice Department, for exam- 
ple, is still following the model made for 
it in 1789. There have been some im- 
provements on that model, it is true, but 
in the main the old system prevails and 
gives tone and color to the whole de- 
partment. The general: public knows 
something about the antiquated and ex- 
pensive systern used by the. Postoffice 
Department, because it is brought into 
closer touch with it than with the other 
departments; but what is true in the 
Postoffice is true elsewhere—in_ the 
Treasurr. the Interior Department, the 
Department of Justice. the Navy De- 
partment, and in a smaller degree in 
the War Department. 

The reorganization of the last named 
department a few years ago gave Op- 
portunity for the abandonment of the 
old system, and while there is stili much 
tg be done before the war office is on a 
modern footing, it is pointed in the right 
direction, and in time wil] work its way 


@ut of the t and into the present. 
The chief obstacle to reform in the 
departinents is the antiquated clerk who 
has been in office many years, and 
wants work done today just as it was 
done when he first became a Govern- 
ment employe. These clerks are great 
sticklers for precedent, and as a body 
they sit with their faces toward the 
past.

AKRON, O., Aug. 6.—"I owe my life 
to the kindness of a Southerner, and 
his act changed my whole course toward 
the South.”’ 

These words were spoken today by 
the son of John Brown, the apostle of 
negro freedom the raider on Harper’s 
Ferry, and “hero of Osawatomie.” 

Jason Brown is 82 years old. He is 
the second son of John Brown, who 
lived here from 184 to 1848, and then 
again in the 50s, before his Harper's 
Ferry movement. This second son of the 
forerunner of negro freedom, in many 
respects a physical counterpart of his 
famous father, is hale and hearty at his 
age and works every day. Helives with 
his son, one mile west of this city. 

“I believe that the people of the 
North were as much to blame for the 
long continuance of slavery and for the 
war that followed, as the South, de- 
clared Brown. 

“The people of the old slave States of 
the North—Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey and Delaware— 
excepting the Friend Quakers, sold their 
Slaves to the people of Tennessee and 
Kentucky when they discovered that 
Slavery was no longer profitable, and 
pocketed the money. They forgot that 
they were once slaveholders themselves. 
We, too, in the North sold our brother 
Joseph into Egypt, and took the 20 
pleces of silver.’’ 


Justifies the “Massacre.” 

Notwithstanding this, Jason Brown 
justifies his father in his ‘‘massacre’”’ 
at Osawatomie, Kan., May 22, 1856, as 
follows: 

“One night, a company of Georgians, 
pretending to be searching for a suit- 
able spot to settle on, crossed the river 
four miles below where we four broth- 
ers had settled on the divide at Osa- 
watomie. 

‘**We're going to kill every one of the 
Browns, was their word, we learned. 
It pleased father when he learned what 
they had said, for he knew then that 
his position was understood. Soon aft- 
erwards, father realized that something 
must be done to save us from exterml- 
nation. With three sons and one son- 
in-law, he went out one night, crossed 
to the camp of the New Georgians, and 
killed five of the men without warning, 
using short artillery swords. I was not 
with father. This was called the mas- 
sacre of Osawatomle, 

“When I heard of it from the lips of 
a man who rode to our camp on a 
foaming horse, I was horrified I 
thought that it was a terrible thing, 
but I am convinced now that my father 
did right in committing what seemed 
like a butchery, for I believe that it 
prevented many a battle and loss of life 
later. I lieve that my father’s act 
that night did more to make Kansas a 
freesoil State than anything else. But 
imagine what a hatred sprang up 
against us when we were discovered to 
be the perpetrators of the killing.” 

The Nemesis of the Brown family in 
the Kansas border warfare was Rev. 
Martin White, a Methodist preacher. It 
was he that led a party of five or six 
that called on the four Brown broth- 
ers early in 1855 at Osawatomie when 
they were eating breakfast in their 
tents and asked them how they stood 
on the ‘“‘goose,”’ or slavery question. 

“We're Free State men; not.only that, 
but we're Abolitionists,’’ was the reply 
of the Browns, and ever afterwards 
they were marked men. 

Then it was that they sent to Essex 
County, New York, for their father, 
who came to Akron, gathered some 
arms. and went to Kansas. 

It was White who shot down Fred- 


erick Brown in a road in Kansas, Aug.

man handed it to White. 

“IT hear that you hold two of my 
sons prisoners,’ the paper began. 

“*Whase writing is that?’ the strang- 
er inquired of me, showing the paper. 

““"My father’s,’ I replied. 

“Is old John Brown your father? he 
inquired of me. I replied that he was 
and then the man withdrew to the edge 
of the crowd, addressed the men as- 
sembled, and persuaded them not to 
hang me at that time. He told me that 
he would take me to his home, which 
he did, and I could not have been 
treated nicer by anyone, although, of 
course, I was kept a close prisoner. 
Moreover, he cured me of the ague, 
Eventually I was released. The man 
who saved my life was Judge Jacobs, a 
Kentuckian, who returned to Lexington, 
Ky., and entered the Confederate Army 
as a Colonel. 

“From that time on I buried all my 
hateful feeling towards those people, It 
made something of a Southerner of me, 
and I made a promise that the first 
Southerner whom I found in trouble I 
would help if I could, and I soon had 
an opportunity, and I fulfilled my prom- 
ise. 

“But my father did not relent. After 
the battle of Osawatomie, Aug. 30, 1856, 
he said to us: ‘God gees it. There'll be 
no more peace in the United State’ until 
the cause of this trouble its settled. I've 
only a short time to live and only one 


death to die, and I will die fighting 


slavery. I would carry this war right 
into the South.’ 

“That was the cause of my father be- 
ginning the struggle at once. But his 
plan failed through the treason of his 
drillmaster, who, because he did not 
receive his pay as often as he thought 
he ought to, wrote a letter to Secretary 
of War Floyd and told of the plot to at- 
tack Harper’s Ferry. Floyd paid no at- 
tention to the letter, but father knew 
it had been written, and was compelled 
to make his attack four days sooner 
than he intended. Father came to Akron 
and made some preparations here for 
his great work. Here he asked me to 
join him, but I had seen too much of 
war already, and I refused. I did en- 
ist for the war, and afterwards was 


drafted, but was refused each time on 
account of a physical disability. It is 
for only one reason that.l tell these ter- 
rible things, and that is that the world 
may know that there is one son of John 
Brown who has no hatred towards the 
South.’’ 

Jacon Brown's only surviving brother, 
Salmon Brown, lives at Salem, Ore. He 
has fceur sisters in California. There 
were 11 children. Jason Brown was a 
great swimmer in his day. He has been 
back from California only a year. In 
one of the mountain counties he lived 
there alone for almost 20 years, and 
was given a farm for clearing a road 
through the redwood district.

Jackson over two years ago, has filed 
a petition in the Clark ‘Circuit Court at 
Winchester, asking that an order be 
granted authorizing her to securé the 
deposition of Feltner to be used In 
the continuance of her damage sults 
against the Hargises, Callahan and 
French. Mrs. Marcum alleges that Felt- 
ner was present in Winchester when the 
case was first called for trial last De- 
cember, but that he was enticed away 
before any witnesses were called on to 
testify, and to prevent any similar 
move on the part of the defendants 
she wishes to take his deposition in full. 
Feltner says he has never told ali he 
knows regarding the plots against the 
life of J. B: Marcum, but that he 
will take the stand at any time in 
the future and tell the whole story. 
It is alleged by Mrs. Marcum, however, 
that some effort will be made to get 
Feltner out of the way. and that she 
fears he will be killed before being 
allowed to take-the witness stand in 
her behalf.

LONDON, Aug, 5.—“The danger of 
railway traveling,’’ says a report just 
issued by the Board of Trade, ‘‘has been 
reduced to such a point that in 1904 
the chances against a passenger being 
killed in a train accident in the course 
of a given jourpey were more than W0,- 
000,000 to 1. The risks Incurred by rail- 
way servauts—espeéecially those  con- 
cerned with the movement of trafilic— 
are, of cuurse, much greater.

CAN LIFT THE BIGGEST 
VESSEL IN THE NAVY 


Had to Excavate Over Six Mil- 
lion Cubic Feet and Drive 
12,600 Piles to Carry Foun- 
dation Before Work on the 
Dock Itself Could Be Begun. 


By Wire From the Wasnington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 5.—Land 
lubbers whe recently visited the League 
Island Navy Yard were puzzled over a 
curious-looking craft which floated in 
one of the basins on one side of the 
road that runs from the gates of the 
yard down to the southern limits. This 
floating affair, narrow and about 100 
feet long, suggested, to some degree, 
@ torpedo boat, except that it did not 
look very warlike and set too high 
out of the water. Those who did not 
accept the theory that it was some- 
thing new or experimental in naval 
warfare, borrowed, perhaps, from the 
Japanese, frankly gave it up. It was 
the gate to the immense new dry dock 
mow being bullt at the yard, and if it 
Stays in the basin until put in place 
in that structure everybody in Philadel- 
phia will have ample opportunity to in- 
epect it and the barnacles which, un- 
less it be kept clean, will by that time 
cover it. 

The Government dry dock at League 
Island, which is now being completed 
as rapidly as possible, was planned for 
and, indeed, started, along with two 
others at the Mare Island yard, in San 
Francisco, six or seven years ago, ana 
the other at Boston. Work was begun 
on this dock in 1899, but only contin- 
ued a few months when the concern 
having the contract failed. 


One Dock Delayed. 

the work lay id'e for a time, 
the plans of the dock were 
and was not recommenced un- 
till two or three years ago. Since that 
time progress has been fairly satisfac- 
tory. The dock at Boston is complete- 
ly fiuiehed and received its first ship 
@ month or so ago. The one at San 
Francisco is not as far along as this 
one at League Island. 

The Government is just now very ret. 
cent about its naval operations and 
officials have received strict orders not 
to give out so much as the dimensions 
of these docks nor any other informa- 
tion about them. The theory, of course, 
ie that such information might find its 
Way to other nations and be of use to 
them in time of war with this coun- 
try. 

The League Island dock is 751 feet 
8% inches at the top over all. The Bos- 
ton dock is just a tiny bit longer, but 
On the bottom 
the League Island dock is 708 feet long 
The width at the top 
is 151 feet, the walls sloping outward as 
they rise. When flooded the depth of 
water is 32 feet, more than enougl& to 
float the biggest ship in the navy. It 
can take, indeed, a vessel of more than 
S32 feet normal draft, for in going into 
Gry dock a ship is always lightened and 
floats high. The original plans were 
for a timber dock, but these were 
changed and the entire structure is of 
Sranite and cement, the granite being 
@ lifting which is backed up by cement. 
The base of the wall is 82 feet thick. 
The contract price for the operation was 
$1,500, 000. 


Was a Big Undertaking. 

The construction of such an immense 
basin as this has been an enormous un- 
Gertaking. Before work on the dock 
could be commenced it was necessary 
t scoop out an immense ‘hole for it. 
This excavation is wide enough to al- 
low ag least 30 feet outside of the outer

sions than 210 feet wide and 810 feet 
long, with a depth of over # feet, which 
means a cubic contents of over 200,000 
cubic yards.

Three Ranchmen Assassinated

WALTON, Wyo., Aug. 5.—Trouble is 
brewing in the Big Horn basin between 
citizens and cattle thieves, outiaws and 
rustlers. The citizens have formed a 
large vigilance committee and have 
formally warned 16 of the most notori- 
ous bad men to leave the basin imme- 
diately on pain of death. The rustlers 
are outlaws and are openly defying the 
vigilantes and have banded together to 
help each other. 

Anonymous letters have been received 
by @ number of prominent members of 
the vigilantes, warning them also to 
leave the country within 30 days or be 
assassinated. The outlaws are largely 
in the minority, but are all crack shots 
and stand together. 

The vigilantes are determined to rid 
the basin of the bad element and are 
ready to lynch the opposers of the law.

BERLIN, Aug. 5.—Every two or three 
days the Kaiser's faithful subjects are 
treated to ah anecdote descriptive, in 
one way or another, of the journey 
which he made to the Mediterranean in 
the early summer. Together with a 
more serious account of this trip con- 
tributed by Dr. Theodore Schiemann, 
these anecdotes give a fairly comoalete 
picture of traveling majesty, which has 
thrown off the trammels of state and is 
determined to enjoy life like ordinary 
mortals. 

The trip extended from Hamburg to 
Lisbon, Tangiers, Gibraltar, Port Ma- 
hon and Naples. It was a delightful 
journey, with a calm sea and pleasant 
sunsh:ne. 

The Kaiser selected his traveling com- 
panions from both branches of the 
military service, as well as from the 
civil service of the state, and there 
was no one on board who had not a dis- 
tinguished career behind him.

There was no dressing for dinner. His 
Majesty and the humblest excellency 
on board usually appeared at dinner in 
ordinary yatching jackets. No one had 
any appointed place at table, though 
an excoption was made with regard to 
the two chairs to the right and left 
of the Kaiser himself or his Chamber- 
lain, Count Eulenburg, to fill these four 
coveted seats daily with different per- 
sons in rotation, so that at the end of

St. Clair County Board of Su- 
pervisors Hear County Loses 


$7000 Annually. 


According to a report made yesterday 
by the License Committee of the 8t. 
Clair Cdunty Board of Supervisors, the 
county loses $7000 a year through the 
practice of permitting saloons to we 
conducted without licenses. 

The committee,/ reporting to the 
monthly meeting of the board at Belle- 
ville, stated that from information fur- 
nished by members of the board from 
different townships and from other 
sources, there appeared to be at least 
#4 unlicensed saloons in the county +o 
located that there was no legal obsta- 
cle to their proprietors obtaining H- 
censes. 

The report was accepted and County 
Clerk Thomas was instructed to notify 
the owners of the unlicensed saloons 
to comply with the law by taking out 
licenses. 

If the keerers of unlicensed saloons 
fail to comply with the notice of the 
County Clerk, members of the board 
will obtain evidence against them and 
have them indicted so often by the 
grand jury that it will be cheaper for 
them to take out licenses than to pay 
fines. 

Attention was first called to the large 
number of unlicensed saloons in the 
county by the Post-Dispatch. The pres- 
ent action is the result of revelations 


heretofore made. 
There is a law which prohibits the li- 


censing of saloons within two miles of 
an incorporated town or village. There 
are many saloons located within this 
radius. As they cannot be licensed, it 
has been the custom for grand juries to 
indict the keepers for one offense at 


stated intervals and for the Circuit 
Judge to inflict nominal fines. These 
fines nave gone to the State’s Attorney 
for the satisfaction of liens for fees in 
other cases. 

The revenue became so great that dur- 
ing the last year of the term of States 
Attorney J. A. Farmer his income from 
the office was $15,000, the greater part

‘The pastof stopped. long 
enough to explain that, as the day was 
warm, he thought those present might 
enjoy the services, better if refreshed 
with a giass of lemonade; that at home 
they quenched their thirst whenevr 
they should sit through a religious 
service and suffer for water or other 
drink;. he ha@ therefore arranged ths 
innovation, which he hoped would be 
taken merely as “the sensible thing to 
do.”’ And .everybody thought it was. 
After the services were over the Rev. 
Semans received congratulationd right 
and left on his regard for the comfort 
of his hearere and everybody promised 
to be good. 

The next Sunday there was a percep- 
tible increase in the size of the congre- 
gation and lemonade was served as be- 
fore and the plan at once became so 
popular that it has become a permanent 
feature, and now there is some probab- 
ility, that the “Standing Room Only” 
sign will have to be brought Into use.

In the scramble for ore yesterday the 
buyers almost wholly disregarded the 
basis price. The highest figure reported

ries & Co., $55.50 a ton, or an advance 
of $4.50 a ton over last 

This is about $2.50 in excess of the 
highest price anticipated early in the 
week by the big spedusers 

Last week these ores sold for $51 a 
ton, an advance of $2.50 a ton over the 
week before. These two compan‘ses 
have received an advance of $7 in the 
jast two weeks. 

Sixty-dollar ore by the last m te 
coming week is expected as the result 
of a scarcity of ore in the Joplin dis- 
trict. Buyers who heretofore have stood 
out for high-grade ore are. no longer 
particular and are grabbing any kind of 
ore tn sight. 

Thé price of spelter is on the upward 
trend, too, and will go as high, per- 
haps, as $6 this month. This is in favor 
of the ore producer and may result in 
the Sale of a new high-water mark 
for the Joplin ginc ore market. The 
shutdown of various big producing 
mines by the recent Spring River and 
Center Creek floods has greatly cur- 
tailed the output, sending the price u 
ward, and benefiting the producers still 
in the field for several weeks yet to

One of the odd facts in the present 
situation is the comparatively slight 
attention that our markets have paid 
to the impending peace negotiations. 
Probably this is because our own in- 
vesting community has taken it for 
granted, since the agreement of Rys- 
sia and Japan on a conference—indeed, 
since the battle of Mukden, last March 
—that the war was approaching its. end. 


Wheat a Problem. 

GRAIN—In the speculative wheat 
market great irregularity obtained 
early this week. It was easy to ac- 
count for the frequent fluctuations, as 
most of the time domestic and foreign 
advices were conflicting, particularly so 
from the Northwest, which tended to 
make dealers nervous and irresolute. 
In the main, however, the general trend 
was downward, as free buying was pre- 
vented and selling stimulated by the 
generally favorable climatic conditions 
prevailing all over the country. 

As a rule the weather in the North- 
west was highly satisfactory, it being 
clear, with not too much heat, and con- 
sequently-there was a conspicuous lack 
of rust damage talk. 

It is now asserted that in many places 
in the southern half of the belt the 
plant has ripened with such rapidity as 


to escape injury, and that harvesting In 
that quarter will soon be in full swing. 
The vield promises to be abundant un- 
less damage should be done by excessive 
rain during. harvest. Jn the norfhern 
half of the belt the crop nas made satis- 
factory progress, and an excellent out- 
turn is expected, always providing that 
_e weather does not suddenly become 
ad, 

It was evident that the strength in the 
markets of Western Europe was largely 
chargeable to further gloomy reports 
from the continent, but especially from 
Russia, Germany and France. In some 

arts of Russia both wheat and rye 

ave been damaged to a great extent, 
and in certaln instances a famine ex- 
ists. 

tn view of these facts there are many 
shrewd operators who consider it extra- 
hazardous to remain permanently on 
the short side. They believe that the 
market might advance in a startling 
way in case anything of a radical na- 
ture shoul)d occur to alarm short sellers. 
Moreover, they do not see anything at- 
tractive on the short side, as on any 
important decline there is likely to be 
good buying of the actual cash property 
for both domestic and foreign. account. 

COTTON.—The feature of the cotton 
market this week has been its sharp 
slump, 

The principal reason for the decline 
has been that nearly all the leading 
speculative interests and the principal 
spot dealers sold out on the recent 
bulge, and have been anxious to see the 
market break, presumably with the idea 
of shaking out the remaining scattered 
speculative long interest held by South- 
ern speculators and the public, and to 
accumulate fresh lines for another bull 
movement. 

If these interests had been long of the 
market when the Government crop re- 

ort was announced, it would have been 
1alled as more than a confirmation of 
their direful reports on the disastrous 
condition of the crop, and the prices 
would have undoubtedly been forced to 
a higher record than was reached in the 
boom of 11% cents early last month; but 
as matters stood they were arrayed on 
the other side, and it has appeared as 
though the market had more than dis- 
counted the serfous conditions which 
the Government crop report disclosed. 

The extent of the decline this week 
approximates 70 points from the extreme 
high level to the low record of yester- 
day, when October sold as low as 10.39 
and December went to 10.51, and Jan- 
uary to 10.68, as against the high record 
price of 11.35 and 11.50 to 11.0 for these 
three options early last month. 

Spot cotton has declined in sympathy 
one-half to three-fourths cents in the 
South, and about 80 points in this mar- 
ket. . The Liverpool and New Orleans 
markets have declined similarly. 

The Government's estimate of the av- 
erage condition of the crop as 14.9 per 
cent has generally been accepted as in- 
dicating the existing situation. It is 
the lowest average condition at this sea- 
son of the year on record in the past 20 
yehrs, and on its face, taking Into con- 
sideration the revised acreage of 27,000, - 
uy acres, and calculating on the basis 
of the average condition on Aug. 1 for 
the past 10 years, an® ine average of 
lint cotton per acre for that period, the 
present indications point to a crop prom- 
ise of only 9,250,000 to 9,500,000 bales. 

This prospect can, of course, be ma- 
terially improved providing the weather 
corditions for this month and during 
September are sufficiently favorable to 
enhance the development of the top crop 


probabilities.

Prospects for Export. 


Foreign crop reports are being closely 
scanned as most grain men believe the 
price of wheat a few weeks hence, 
barring eccidents to spring wheat. will 
refiect chiefly the European demand. At 
present the Russian situation is one of 
the most perplexing before the trade. 
Reports of drouths and other crop dis- 
asters, strikes, revolutionary outbreaks 
and shortage of labor follow each other 
80 closely as to lead to the belief there 
will be no wheat to export in that coun- 
try. These will be directly contradicted 
by Government and personal crop re- 
ports. None of the houses competing 
with Russian shippers for definite trade 
have shown any uneasiness, and this 
further perplexes the trade. 

There is, however, every prospect that 
North America will be the big exporter 
of wheat the voming crop year, and that 
this country will regain much of the 
previous year’s loss. Evidence of this is 
lately furnished in the increasing inter- 
est shown here by foreign importers 
and in the moderat2 responses that are 
shown to declines in our prices: 

This export business, however, -may 
not appear until the first rush of the 
new crop .wheat in Europe is out of the 
way.. Russia's last crop was poorly 
handled on account of war, demoraliza- 
tion of transportation and financial! af- 
fairs, and rnuch of the wheat that has 
been piled up along the railway lines 
has been lost or badly damaged. India’s 
wheat surplus is light and Argentine 
should soon begin to run down to small- 
er volume. The American wheat will 
at all times. get the preference because 
of its excellent quality, other things be- 
ing equal. 

With wheat prices as now within a 
few cents of an export basis the market 
should be a debatable affair, at least 
until the new spring wheat crop is safe 
and has begun to move. 


Winter Wheat Danger Over. 


Danger to winter wheat is practically 


a thing of the past. The crop secured, 
now that shock thrashing is over, ap- 
pears to fulfill the predictions for 4y,- 
w0,000 Dushels. The wheat in the stack 
can stand indefinitely without damage. 
The early shipments of soft wheat 
showed remarkable quality, more than 
50 per cent grading No. 2. After the se- 
vere rains, which interrupted thrashing, 
the averuge dropped to 35 per cent No. 
2, but still the weight and quality ex- 
ceeded last year. the hard wheat is 
making an exceptional showing in 
weight and quality, low grades being 
very hard to find some days. 

The Modern Miller summary this 
week makes this unique explanation 
of the poor quality of late: 

“The ‘crop south of the Ohio River, 
in the soutneastern coast States and in 
Texas is in poor condition, a consid- 
erable portion being unfit for milling. 
Farmers press their poor wheat for 
sale, but show a disposition to stack 
or store choice grain. On recent de- 
clines in cash prices at the markets 
the disposition to hold wheat was quite 
marked. .Fall plowing has begun in 
some sections. The soil is generally 
well moistened and in good condition 
for this work.’’ 


Missouri’s Big Corn Crop. 


The corn prospects are reflected 
the report made public Thursday, 
which the prospective yield for the 
State is set at Zo,000,000 bushels. The 
condition ts placed at 97, about 17 points 
higher than a 10 years’ average Aug. 
1 and 6 points higher than the July 1 
average. The acreage, given at 7,0/6,- 
0), is 6 per cent above last year’s acre- 
age. The condition of the crop and the 
acreage in Missouri is not looked 7 
as exceptional, but rather an_ indica- 
tion of what the corn throughout the 
country is doing, 

The crop was planted late because of 
rains and until late in the spring the 
prospect looked very bad. The options 
sold high and traders were afraid. Then 
came ideal weather and the prospects 
brightened. Lately the weather has 
been of the ‘“‘made-to-order’’ variety. 
There was a little scare last week on 
too much rain over the corn belt, but 
the next day the sky cleared and the 
scare was over. Old corn is scarce and 
the price of No. 2 mixed in the cash 
market finished the week at & cents; 
No. 2 white at 56c; No. 2 yellow at 5éc. 

Oats are very cheap, both in the cash 
market and future pit. September fu- 
ture sells at 2644c. In the cash market 
No. 2 mixed brought 26c to 27%c. No, 
3 white sold from 28c (new) to 32c 

The oats harvested bad and uneven. 
The yield shows endless variety. Be- 
cause of the rains many of the cars 
received are damaged and heating. 


Weekly Price Range. 


The speculative market has been very 
narrow. The price range shows the in- 
difference. 
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which is in a position, on account of its 
strong financial backing, to place the 
company’s lines in perfect physical con- 
dition and to ultimately so concentrate 
their power plants as to operate the 
entire system at the least possible ratio 
of expense. The earnings of the com- 
pany at the present time are largely in 
excess of the requirements for all fixed 
charges, including this preferred divi- 
dend, and unless the unforeseen should 
happen the future of this security ap- 
parently holds much that is bright for 
present purchasers. 

A persistent yet quiet aut has pre- 
vailed for some time for Third National 
Bank shares and although nothing of- 
ficial has been given out, the belief is 
becoming general in the financial dis- 
trict that at the end of the year the 
dividend on this security will follow in 
the footsteps of that of the Bank of 
Commerce and Commonwealh Trust and 
will be raised from 12 to 16 per cent. 

Missouri-Lincoln Trust stock is also 
gradually being taken off the market by 
investors in small share lots, which are 
not Hable to find thelr way into the 
market excepting on a pronounced rise 
from the present level. e minor weak- 
ness in the stock during the early part 
of the week is attributed to the selling 
of smal] lots of stock, recently dis- 
tributed to some of the old holders of 
the Missouri Trust Co. When the com- 
pany came here from Sedalia, a small 
amount of the assets of the old com- 
pany were taken over with the proviso 
that the stock in the new company 
should be issued to the parties  in- 
terested when these assets had been 
liquidated. It is stated that these small 
lots of stock were issued last week and 
that the minor pressure to sell notice- 
able was from these holders. The ru- 
mor is also still current that an in- 
creased. dividend will be declared on» 
tthe stock of this company before the 
end of the year, the rate to be raised 
from 6 to 8 per cent. 

General conditions throu 
have remained favorable to higher 
prices. The progress of the growing 
crops has been satisfactory, money at 
all financial centers is in abundant sup- 
ply, and interest rates show little, if

Attempt at Robbery Recalls 
Attack on Actress on Street 
Car Last Week.

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Ammunition on Some of the 
Rebellious Craft Was Scarce- 
ly Touched—Armor Plate 
Not Up to Contract. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 5.—The 
maval office has allowed foreign corre- 
apondents to see Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's report of his defeat by Admiral 
Togo. It was cabled from Sasebo July 
lv, but kept secret until today. 

As soon as the Admiral'’s corition 
permitted he received all the superior 
officers of the squadron at present de- 
fuined in Japun, and drew up his re- 
port in agreement with Admiral Nebo- 
gatoff. The iatter Admiral, owing to 
tlhe state of his health, has now had to 
give up all work. 

Admiral Hojestvensky reports the bad 
Ftate of his vessels, due not only to the 
liaste exhibited in their construction, 
but also to the dishonesty of the build- 
eiz and the corruption of the members 
of the technical offices, who passed as 
£00G vessels manifestly bad. On none 
of the vessels did the thickness of the 
armor plating correspond to the official 
figures. Furthermore, the armor was of 
inferior quality, and this enabled the 
Japanese shells to pierce it. The ves- 
sels were not provided with telemeters 
which interfered considerably with the 
Gcecuracy of tuelir firing. 

The shells were lamentably made, and 
two-thirds of them did not explode. The 
ships could not carry the necessary 
quantity of coal, and none of them at- 
tained their guaranteed speed. The en- 
gines and boilers were of poor quality, 
and were constantly in need of repairs. 
‘Two-thirds of the crews were men in- 
capable of performing what was re- 
quired of them. The gunners did not 
know the elementary laws of firing, 
and in spite of the practice they were 
given, it was certain that the squadron 
was sailing to defeat. Admiral Nebo- 
gatoff's crews especially left much to 
be. desired. 

At Madagascar a mutiny broke out, 

and fourteen sallors had to be executed. 
The guns of Admiral Rojestvensky's 
ships had to be trained on the Admiral 
Geniavin and the General-Admiral Ap- 
raksin, in order to restore order among 
the mutineers. Then—this was discov- 
ered too late—the crews decided to re- 
voit and give themselves up to the 
enemy. Near Formosa, another mutiny 
broke out in Admiral Nebogatoff's 
equadron, and it was only thanks to 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s energy that the 
mutineers did not succeed in making 
themselves masters of the ships and 
taking possession of the bulk of the 
squadron. 
From the very beginning of the battle 
of the Sea of Japan, Admiral Rojest- 
vensky saw that Admiral Nebogatoff's 
vessels, especially the Admiral Seniavin 
and the General-Admiral Apraksin, were 
taking no part in the battle, and were 
not carrying out his orders. He sent 
torpedoboats to tell the mutineers that 
if they did not execute the maneuvers 
as ordered, he would sink them. Only 
then did they open fire. Had Admiral 
Rojestvensky not been wounded at the 
beginning of the battle, the issue might 
have been very different, but, being un- 
fortunately wounded, he ha to be trans- 
ferred to a torpedoboat destroyer. Al- 
most at the same moment, Rear Admira! 
Enquist disappeared with his squadron 
of cruisers, and Rear Admiral Falker- 
sahm was killed. Almiral Nebogat- 
off. who had never been popular with 
the sailors, had to take command. 

Then the rout began. Weakened by 
Admiral Enquist's departure, the squad- 
ron was thrown into confusion, Admiral 
Nebogatoff's orders were not carried 
out, and it was every man for him- 
self. The ships were scattered, enabl- 
ing the Japanese to pursue and sink 
the Russian vessels one after the other. 
One division, exccuting Admiral Ne- 
bogatoff's orders, was able to rally to- 
gether. It consisted of the Orel im- 
perator Nicola! I, Admiral Seniavin, 
General Admiral Apraksin, Admiral 
Nakhimoff and others. But then the 
mvtineers on the Admiral Seniavin and 
the General Admiral Apraksin refused 
to follow the admiral. It was in vain 
that Admiral Nebogatoff ordered them. 
begged them. The Japanese vessels drew 
near, forming a great circle. Seeing that 
all was lost, the Admiral Nakhimof 
endcavored to escape, but was sunk in 
the attempt.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Chief Examiner 
Vanderpoel has just handed in to the 
Insurance Department a report in which 
he cuts down the admitted assets of the 
Manhattan Life Insurance Co. of New 
York about $600,000. Following upon the 
Equitable disclosure and the overvalua- 


tion which have been found in a nuyn- 
ber of other insurance companies re- 
cently, the report has attracted wide at- 
tention in insurance circles. 

The Chief Examiner finds that on Dec. 
31, 1904, the Manhattan Life stated its 
assets as | yee ronmee He reports that 
he can find assets of only $17,961,860. In 
its report the company claimed a sur- 
plus of $1,754,674.08, whereas Mr. Vander- 
poel says it is only $942,249.06, a differ. 
ence of more than $800,000. Friends of 
the company declare the reduction in 
the surplus was due to a reduction in 
the appraisal of its real estate, but a 
close examination of the report shows 
that Mr. Vanderpoel only reduces the 
foal estate valuation from $65,283,441 to

port the company entered a violent pro- 
test against the reduction In real estate 
value and claimed that the  buildi 
known as No. Broadway is worth 
more than $4,600,000, the price fixed by 
the Insurance Department appraisers.

The 
Admiral adds that when the Russians 
were in the middle of the Tsu-shima 
Straits they were struck by a heavy 
storm, which prevented accurate fire, 
and exposed the Paprotscted portions

Explosion of Bennington’s Boil- 
ers Starts Naval Boards to 
Work on New Lines. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.~—The boiler 
explosion on the gunboat Bennington 
and the successful test of the armor 
plate made by the Midvale Steel Co. 
compel officers of the navy to acknowl- 
edge that many ships of the so-called 
new navy are already nearly obsolete. 

Every ship used during the Spanish 
war is now outclassed by new improve- 
ments. The ships just being put into 
commission will be outclassed when 
shi come into use that are covered 
wit Midvale armor. Two boards of 
naval officers are at work trying to de- 
termine when an armored ship reaches 
that indefinite line which separates the 
serviceable from the obsolete. 

The German naval authorities have 
reached the conclusion that after a bat- 
tleship has been in use 15 years she 
ought to be rebullt and that will give 
her a lease of 10 years more of life. 
After that age has been attained she is 
worthless. The German naval program 
is based on these conclusions. 

In the American navy the inclination 
is to treat every ship as an individual. 
The ~ yo of the Bennington’s boiler 
after 15 years has set the officers al! 
to thinking and it is likely to hurry the 
work of the boards appointed to settle 
the question ‘‘When does a ship become 
upeseless ?’

“We've learned ever so much since 
we're here,” said one girl whose work- 
ing hours are from 8 to 6 “I'd like to 
keep house if that was all I'd have to 
do.”’ 

I agreed with her about the learn- 
ing. I'm no can-opening expert at 
home, with even the advantages of late 
inventions, but the spirit of the club 
is such that the carving knife and the 
potato masher acted beautifully under 
my direction. I did a great deal too 
much hammering, but nobody tried to 
boss and nobody found fault and all 
the corn came out as it should. 

The dinner was good, so those who 
dined said. The pudding was fine: As 
we tasted its sauce and remembered 
that its maker is Mr. Nelson's right 
hand in his office, we wondered at the 
varied abilities of some women. 

Someone spoke of the custard expert— 
Miss Birdie Keeve. She made custard 
for supper Wednesday evening and it 
was excellent. 

“Each one does her specialty,’’ said 
Mrs. Corcoran, who sat at the head of 
the table, with Miss Strudell opposite 
the minister and his wife. 

“And I haven't any specialty, so I 
bring in coal and wood, said Miss 


Stunkel. | 


There was hesitation about taking the 


oposite the clubhouse and most of the 
girls attended. 

The other important social function is 
the weekly dancing party. That is given 
every Thursday evening in the school- 
house and all Leclaire is invited. The 
plano supplies the music usually, but,

Everybody helped with the dishwash- 
ing after dinner except those who had 
cooked. The minister put on his wife's 
long apron, pushed up his sleeves and 
washed-every dish and pot and pan that 
was soiled. Three of us had all we 
could do wiping the dishes he washed. 

He talked about inventions for wash- 
ing dishes and we were -interested. 
Miss Jansen and I had been rebelling 
against the rain all morning and declar- 
ing that we meant to walk out in it if 
it didn't hurry up and stop. ’ 


Pretty Lake Leclair. 


Miss Larkin, Miss Strudell, Miss May- 
er and Miss Stunkel agreed to go with 
us. We caused much laughter when we 
left the other members of the club- 
house on the veranda and started on our 


trip to the farm in the pouring rain. 

We passed Mr. Nelson's home, where 
many flowers and vegetables grow in 
the garden; pretty Lake Leclaire, with 
its background of woods, and walked 
along the country road to the 
house, where we were invited in out of 
the rain by ‘Mr. Spencer and where Miss 
Stunkel killed the spider. 

The rain ceased and we looked through 
the cow barns, that have granitoid 
floors, and then went back to the lake. 

The minister took us rowing and we 
sang songs and watched the men at 
work mowing lake grass. One of the 
men is a young Hollander named J, 
Klene. He came to America to study 
practical farming and is doing s0 on 
the Nelson farm. 

Mr. Spencer and Mr. Leonard, a young 
St. Louls lawyer who 1s also studying 
agriculture, drove along the lake and 
into the woods.

I picked some corn flowers as souve- 
nirs of Leclaire Lodge and walked with 
Miss Strudell past the school campus 
and the vine-covered shops to the trol- 
ley station, and then rode home in the 
sunset time. 

Leclaire Lodge will remain open at 
least until September. Until now, there 
has been some misunderstanding about 
the mem bership of the club. Some sup- 
posed that ' was established by Mr. 

Such is 
not the case. As is usual with Mr. 
Nelson, he hopes to aid the greates; 
number possible and, for that reason. 
has given the house rent free. 

The money charged for board is used 
in buying food at the co-operative store 
and from the farmers.

Work, Recreation and Rest in 
Proper Proportion Will Make 
Medicine Unnecessary for 
Most of Us—The Outdoor 
Life-for Him. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Rixey, President Roosevelt's physi- 
clan, and who was also President Mc- 
Kinley’s, recently declared in discussing 
the death of Secretary John Hay, that 
many men, including Vice-President Ho- 
bart, Senator Hanna and Postmaster- 
General Payne died because they had 
given too much of their vital force, their 
energy and their brains to the Govern- 
ment. They took too little exercise, got 
too little sunshine and fresh air and the 
inevitable result was death. “There are 
too many men in the public service who 
are wearing themselves out,’’ he said. 

Surgeon-General Rixey is a strong ad- 
vocate and devotee of the open air life, 
and spends as much time as possible 
out doors. He owns a beautiful country 
home three miles from Washington and 
lives there the greater portion of the 
year. When the weather permits he 
sleeps in the open air, at times in a 
tent and in a ‘“‘cottage”™ built on the plan 
of the houses used by persons suffering 
with tuberculosis. 

The elevation of his country home is 
450 feet above the city, and all the time 
he can spare from his official duties 
he is out of doors. He is not afraid of 
the sunshine, for the healthy tan of 
his face and hands its an indication 
that he does not avoid the rays of the 
sun. He rises early and when the 
weather is clear goes horseback riding. 
He also performs manual labor on his 
farm, but has no set rules, as he does 
anything that turns up. 

He is frequently seen working be- 
hind his farm hands and he enjoys the 
labor. By this mode of life he keeps 
himself in excellent physical condition 
and is seldom ill. When he was on 
board ship he always practiced breath- 
ing exercises so as to develop his lungs 
and inhaled an abundance of fresh alr. 
lic also went through the setting-up 
drill of the navy and spent a few min- 
utes each day on the horizontal bars. 

He is not a believer in medicine and 
takes very little of it. His habits are 
regular and he always eats three 
hearty meals a day. Upon arising in 


the morning he takes a cup of coffee, 


eats anything set 
before him. as he is not required to 
diet because his digestive organs are 
always in excellent working order. 
When Surgeon-General Rixey was 
asked to make some recommendations 
for busy men with large responsilibili- 
ties, as to the best means of prolong- 
ing their lives in the most comfortable

and happy fashion commensurate with 
a fair amount of prosperity, the Presi- 
dent's physician declined to lay down 
any rules, but declared if his mode of 
life were foilowed every one would en- 
joy good health. He would not consent 
to be interviewed, but outlined a gen- 
eral plan of living, as follows: 

Every one requires recreation as well 
as rest where there is constant strain 
in the performance of official duties. 

By rest for office workers is meant 
absolute rest of mind. 

During the hours of recreation the 
man whose duties require him to be 
much indoors should get as far as pos- 
sible away from his dally tasks. 

For indoor workers the best rest and 
recreation its obtainable on the hills 
around the city or the seashore, where 
everything necessary to the mainte- 
nance or restoration of health is lav- 
ishly supplied. Pure water, high eleva- 
tion, shade, grass and as pure air as 
can be found anywhere are always at 
the disposal of all. Wherever these con- 
ditions prevall, and If advantage is tak- 
en of them, good health will result. 

In addition to spending plenty of time 
in the open air a man should carry him- 
self in such a way as to develop what is 
in him physically, but not to the extent 
of training for what he will never keep 
up. He should develop his physique by 
rational exercise and maintain that de- 
velopment even at the expense of con- 
siderable effort. Any exercise that will 
develop a man’s lungs is good for him, 
especially if the exercise is taken out 
of doors, as this will supply all the life- 
giving fresh air necessary to the main- 


tenance of health and life. 

Work—recreation—rest, reasonably di- 
vided, none carried to excess, there lies 
the secret of health and happiness, 


represents a combination of the Horacio 
and the Jiminez parties.

The 
revenues of the Republic consist solely 
of customs receipts at seven ports. Sup- 
pose for an instant that you are a rep- 
resentative of an American Trust, such 
as the Oil Trust or the Sugar Trust, or 
that you are the representative of some 
commercial enterprise, like a sewing 
machine or a cash register, or that you 
represent a French coffee house, or that 
you are a rich Dominican planter, and 
that I am one of the 40 professional rev- 
olutionary leaders, who happen at that 
time to be out of a job. I come to you 
and say: ‘Mr. Man, I want $6000. I 
have nine other gentlemen besides your- 
self who are contributing $6000 each. For 
$60,000, I can have myself made Presi- 
dent.’ You answer in that international 
phrase of politicians, ‘What do I get aut 
of it?’ I reply that I have already a 
Cabinet composed of eight or nine other 
men of my calling, professional revolu- 
ionists, and that I will call a meeting 
of that Cabinet and give you an order, 
duly signed, upon a custom house, six 
months hence, for from $10,000 to $100,000, 
as my success seems to be probable. My 
revolution succeeds. Seven out of every 
nine have succeeded. Your claim and 
that of the other gentlemen is presented 
for collection at the custom house and 
is accepted. At times these I. O. U.'s 
on the various and sundry custom 
houses and on the Government direct, 
have been obtained by financiers of vari- 
ous nationalities, who have tried to con- 
solidate them. 


The Dominican Debt.

The Dominicans 
know this. That debt could have been 
bought up all over the world for 
cents on the dollar, and this would have 
given a profit to its holders of 300 per 
cent.

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RANGES TROUBLED 
BY WILD HORSES 


Oklahomans at One Time Shot 
Wild Stallions and Texans 
May Follow Suit. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch 
GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. 5.—Stockmen 


of Routt and Rio Blanco Counties, 
Texas, in the western part of the State, 


Yor several years have been trying to 


get rid of a big band of wild horses 
that inhabit the extreme northwestern 
part of the State and are the cause of 
endless trouble. This fact recalls con- 
ditions which existed in Beaver county 
only a few years ago. 

Wild horses were for years hunted for 
profit in this county. Men would go 
out on the flats and put in days and 
davs running down and rounding up a 
bunch of the wild animals, and after 
being run down the animals would be 
enared and side-lined or clogged and 
then later on the animals would be driv- 
en East and sold to the unsophisticated. 
Finally, catching wild horses ceased to 
be profitable and during the period of 
extreme depression in the horse markét 
the few remaining wild horses became 
nuisances and they were exterminated 
by local ranchmen, the stallions being 
mercilessly shot. 

These stallions always presented a fine 
appearance at a distance, but a close 
Inspection generally proved that they 
were small of bone and body and were 
mostly mane and tail. Probably the last 
animal of the kind east of this place 
was kil'ed by Frank Kramer on the 
Hackberry and Coldwater divide. Dur- 
ing the Boer War an attempt was made 
to catch the few remaining wild horses 
for shipment to that republic, but the 
expedition proved unprofitable owing to 
the scarcity of the animals, and last 
year from this place a party was or- 
ganized to go a few miles west and 
round up a small bunch, but this expe- 
dition was unsuccessful, so it may be 
said that the wild horse is practically 
extinct in Beaver County.

Father Ziegler was born in Ste. Gene- 
vieve 74 years ago. He studied at the Bar- 
rons and Carondelet seminaries and en- 
tered the priesthood more than 952 years 
ago. His first work was at St. Patrick’s; 
Sixth and Biddle streets, under the much- 
loved Father Wheeler. 

Father Ziegler’s labors through 
cholera siege are well remembered by old 
St. Louisans. From St. Patrick’s he went 
to St. Malachy’s, Ewing and Clark ave- 
nues, where he has been for 38 years. He 
does not believe in vacations, which he 
ealls ‘‘bumming trips,’’ and has never tak- 
en one in his life nor left his. parish ex- 
cept when rheumatism drove him to Hot 
Springs for relief. 

He has never seen the ocean. 

On his records are the names of several 
generations of families that he has _ bap- 
tized and married. He was a close friend 
of the late Archbishop Kenrick and _ was 
chosen by that venerable metropolitan as 
his theologian to the Council of Baltimore. 

Clergymen count him the greatest au- 
thority on ecclesiastical law and usages in 
the United States. 

Despite his advancing years he has main- 
tained his great force of priestly character 
—his mind, his voice and his activity—and 
he is considered one of the closest students 
of political economy in St. Louis. 

He is a churchman in name, in deed and 
in every moment of his life and still is a 
storage battery of practical knowledge of 
business elements and conditions. He has 
i.. ays been a tireless reader on all topics. 

A cataract has partially impaired his 
eyesight in recent years, but because he 
loves his church, his people and his city he 
gives to the public this expression of his 
¥iews on matters of moment. It wil] be a 
revelation to all and a guide to many.

Dr. George W. Lock. a St. Louis entomologist. said 
to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

“The chigger is, indeed, a great pest in this part 
of the country, but I do not know that apyone has 
ever made a study of it. This is not because it is 
not interesting, but due. perhaps. to three better 
reasons. One of these is that the echigger is met 
dangerous to human life, as is the chigoe of the 
tropics, but is merely an annoyance. Il admit that 
it is a great annoyance, but it is not a danger, The 
second reason is that the chigger does not do any 
damage to crops. [here are so many insects which 
work harm to crops that the entomologists natural 
devote more time to these than they do to an inter- 
esting annoyance like the chigger. The third rea 
son is that the chigger is immature. As we know 
it is one of those metamorphoses through which 
it passes to maturity. Inimature forms are so lit- 
tle studied in mites of this sort that it is quite easy 
to understand why no one has paid much attention 
to the chigger. It must be said. though, that 
while the entomologists heve not studied the 
chigger, the chiggers have closely examined 
the entomologists. We all‘ get them. and we’ all 
suffer.

N THE matter of cooking, the world has had the out the slightest danger, for on the outside it is no head

diers in which fire plays a very small part. 

It is a fact that the cookstove, 
called, has come into service in the West, and that 
meat, vegetables and actually 
eooked by it, and cooked so thoroughly and pa! 
atably that the soldiers enjoy a meal so cooked 
better than one prepared in the usual way. 

Out West they call the ‘ireless cookstove a hay 
box. Here is the formula for making one of these 
stoves. 

You first get a wooden box, the boards of which 
ave tightly joined. Any old box will do, provided 
it is tight enough and large enough. 

Next vou line it with two or three thicknesses of 
felt, or, what is better, asbetos paper. The lining 
ean be fastened to the wood with glue, so that it is 
not necessary to make any holes with nails or tacks. 

Next you get a few armfuls of thoroughly dried 
bay, stuff it into the box, then get a piece of cotton 
Latting of the exact length and width of the inside, 
and your firelers cookstove is ready for business.

producing bacteria has come out of London 
bacteriologica] laboratories. It is that the 
bacillus-destroying white blood corpuscle does not 
do its work unless an “opsonin” is present in the 
blood to impel it. ° 
When Koch discovered the tubercle bacillus he 
opened the frontiers of a new domain of science, 
bacteriology. Since then the explorers in that coun 
try have been many and many have left their bones 
in it. 
But the knowledge others have brought back ha; 
been of immediate practical benefit to the human 
race. Microbes on their discovery were at first 
regarded as the actual cause of the disease they 
were associated with; but later on it was found that 
the diseases depended on chemical] bodies which the 
microbes produce. Just as a collection of human 
beings in a town produce a certain amount of refuse, 
so a collection of microbes in the body produce 
poisons which, when absorbed, cause diseases. 


Before this idea of their action was recognized, 
microbes were looked upon as the actual physical 
cause of disease, and scientists endeavored to {ind 
out how the body tried to protect itself against their 
attacks. It was then that Metchnikoff, a great (on 
tinental pathologist, found out that the white cor- 
pusc'es of the blood were largely occupied in swal 
lowing up the microbes that are continually gaining 
access to the tissues of the body. This process he 
called phagocytosia. It seems scarcely necessary to 
explain in these days of popular scientific text- 
books that the blood consists of a fluid in which 
float a Jarge number of red cellg and a smaller num- 
ber of white cells. Later on it was found that in 
most of the acute inflammations due to microbes. 
such as pneumonia and appendicitis, the number of 
white cells in the blood increased very much indeed.

USSLAN history during the last 20 or 30 years 
would not have been what it has been if 
there had been no Vera Sassulitch, of whom

This method of diving is not very common. In 
fact. it was introduced in St. Louis when the Mis- 
eouri Athletic Club first put the event on the pro- 
gram of one of its aquatic meets.

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HE fourth eruise of the 
submarine Unio was eas- 
ily the most remarkable 
adventure in which we 
have engaged. I found 
upon my desk last Thurs- 

day week a letter addressed to the ‘‘Sub- 
marine Boat Unio, care the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, St. Louis, Mo.’’ Opening it, I 


found the following: 
STE. GENEVIEVE, Mo., July 26. 

Gentlemen: I have followed with deep interest the 
fascinating career of the submarine boat, Unio, and 
I wish to make a proposition to you. Briefly, I will 
say: I am a geologist by inclination, though I do 
not follow the science professionally. I have lived 
here at Ste. Genevieve through the last 15 summers, 
coming here in June and remaining until the last of 
August. Of course, I have gone geologizing in the 
hills hereabout a great deal. From time to time 
I have observed a number of queer sinks or faults in 
the earth back on the hills. They puzzled me at 
first, and I could hardly account for their occur- 
rence; but of late years I have been making a study 
of them. They range from fifty to more than a 
hundred feet deep and hang as great bow/ls in the 
earth, some of them measuring as much as 300 feet 
across the top. I have finally discovered that they 
appear in a chain reaching back from the river and 
extending far out into the State—how far I do not 
know, but I have followed them 20 miles, and have 
been told by residents of this part of the State 
that they occur back in the interior as much as 100 
miles from the river. My inquiries concerning them 
a month ago led to a strange discovery. A farmer 
named Simpson came here to see me. He said that 
a week before the bottom had dropped out of a sink 
hole upon his farm and that he had been com 
pelled to fence the place in to keep his stock from 
falling Into it. He had tossed stones into the place 
and heard no sound of their striking water or bot- 
tom of any sort. I ascertained by inquiry and in- 
vestigation that this sink is one of that great chain 
of similar terrestrial phenomena’ which I have been 
studying. Now, I have arrived at a conclusion: [| 
believe this chain of sinks marks the course of a not 
inconsiderable subterranean river. If I am correct 
in this theory, this river empties into the Mississippi 
four miles above Ste. Genevieve. I have inquired of 
pilots, rivermen and fishermen, and am informed 
that there is a big spring in the river at just the 
point where I locate, in theory, the mouth of this 
unknown river which flows under the State of Mis- 
souri. I am so confident of my geological diagnosis 
of this puzzling case that I suggest an exploration of 
this river by the Unio. loping to hear from you. 
I beg to remain, very truly, .

Here, indeed, was an opportunity. Prof.

The Mississippi is much muddier down near Ste. 
Genevieve than it is above the mouth of the Mis 
souri, where we have done the most of our explor 
ing. We maneuvered for half an hour before we 
got the lay of the land. What we found was this: 
The submarine river does not flow directly into the 
Mississippi, as surface tributaries do, but half rises 
out of the bed of the larger river in the manner of a 
great spring. The buoyant force of the water in 
this spring is of such strength that the Unio would 
not drop into it of her own weight, but had to be 
pointed into it and driven ahead gently with the

river. we found it surprisingly large, being almost

The little boat’s great 
searchlights are capable of routing Stygian hosts as 
black as the ninth plague of Fgypt, and when we 
walk about with the handlights before us we can 
see the footing upon the bed of even so muddy a 
river as the Missouri. 

The effect of the boat’s lights in the subterranean 
river was brilliantly surprising. The water was per- 
fectly clear, and the light pierced it as if it might 
have been the most diaphanous of glass. .

We slowed the boat 
down and approached it cautiously.

joined us. We anchored and discussed the situation. 
[t was quite plain that we were under a subter- 
ranean lake which supplied the volume of the river 
through this hole in the floor. We racked our 
brains for some plan for getting the Unio up through 
it, but nothing feasible suggested itself. We hai 
almost despaired when Densmore, throwing one of 
the searchlights beyond the falling water, made the 
Giscovery that the river ran beyond the fall. This 
promised something, so the Unio proceeded, pass- 
ing around the falling column and entering a very 
deep and narrow channel in which the current was 
the swiftest we had encountered. After a half hour 
the forward searchiight ceased to reveal the rock 
ceiling, showing water. Our hearts leaped, for we 
knew we had almost reached the level of the lake 
and would speedily gain entrance to it. The Unio 
seemed at times to stand almost still in the 35-foot 
channel, but slowly, slowly she fought her way up 
and then, with a final effort, glided out into a body

ERE are several tricks for the 


lq family circle: 

The first shows you how to 
squeeze water out of a knife. A little 
dexterity and a tiny sponge saturated 
with water and concealed behind your 
right ear are all that are required.
